Work of Destruction 


FIRE ADDED ITS HORRORS TO THE

Out of 400 residences only one escaped the 
fury of the terrible gale. It is owned and 
occupied by J. G. Eppter. 

Bulldings are scattered in every direction 
and are heaped in shapeless masses. Mortar 
and brick flying in every direction caused 
more real suffering than did the storm itself. 
The Cisco roller mills, the two depots, all the 
churches and school bufldings of the city and 
all the hotels but half ot one are destroyed. 
Telegraphic communication for ten miles in 
every direction was destroyed, though some 
ofthe wires have been repaired. A Texas 
Central freight train consisting of fourteen 
loaded cars, engine and caboose was 
hurled from the track, some of 
the cars being carried eighty feet 

‘and broken into splinters. The brakeman was 


‘killed outright and the conductor has since 


died of his injuries. The storm lasted about 
three minutes and then the streets were 
filled with frantic men, shrieking women 
and the walls of the wounded and dying. 
FIRE ADDS ITS HORRORS. 
To add horror to the wild scene of con- 
¥ternation, flames broke out in many bust 
s houses and residences. The volunteer 
re Gepartment rendered heroic service 
in subduing the fire and rescuing help- 
less people, though not all were dug 
out of the debris until to-day. The Texas 


and Pacific Rallway came to the rescue, send- 


ing a special train from Baird with doctors 
and other assistance, and picking up all sec- 

tion hands on their passenger trains and 
bringing them here. Substantial assistance 
algo came in from Eastland and Weatherford. 
Aspecial train is expeeted to arrive from 
Weatherford to-night with food, clothing 
and other supplies, also one from Abilene 
and Baird. The loss is estimated over 31.500. 
000 and the town cau hardly rebuild without 
outside help. 

When the Post-DIsPaATCH correspondent 
asked Mr. Neal, proprietor of the remnant 
ot the City Hotel, what time tbe tornado oc- 
curred, be silently pointed to the bands ofa 
clock. The clock had stopped at 9:35. That 
told the tale, and every clock in the city tells 
the same story.

The actual 
money loss is estimated at $140,000. Every- 
thing is yet in utter confusion. Mang 
pnysicians from surrounding towns are here 
waiting on the injured. Cl othing, food and 
money is what is needed, and promptly, to 
prevent actual suffering. ; 

FREAKS OF THE WIND. 

A walk through the ruins of the once well- 
built city reveals the freaks ofthe wind. In 
some instances the roofs of houses were 
blown off,in other cases the houses were 
lifted fairly from their foundation and nothing 
remains to show that they existed except a 
pile of stone, bricks and timbers. A log 
house, an old landmark, was blown away 
sO entirely that no trace of 
it can be found. Im one case a 
woman was killed, while a baby sleeping 
in herarms escaped unhurt. Timbers were 


blown through frame buildings, and bricks | 


and boardscan be found far away onthe 
prairies. There were several social parties 
of young people, and in one place 
a table turned upside down was seen, while 
the deck of cards was all together, not hav- 
ing been scattered by the winds. One man 
took refuge under the bed; his house blew 
away from over him and when the storm 
passed he was still under the bed, but had 
no root over him. 

One man who was walking along the 
street when the cyclone struck the 
town and who did not have time 
to find shelter, reports that it 
seemed but a minute from the. time the 
cloud came to the earth until the air was 
filled with flying timbers, bricks, stones and 
‘rticles of merchandise taken from the 
stores, When the buildings fell and scattered 
over the streets. 

A woman was seen who had retired and 
who escaped in her night clothes without a 
stitch of clothing ora pair of shoes to pro- 
tect her. So great wasthe scarcity of cov- 
ering for human kind that it was some time 
before she could be provided with anything 
whatever. 

COUNTRY PEOPLE FLOCK IN. 

Thousands of people from outside towns 
came in to visit the ruins to-day. They came 
on horseback, in buggies, on the trains, on 
foot, anyway to get there. 

Women arecrying fortheir fathers, their 
husbands, their sons, their brothers or 
their lovers, and walk up and down the 
streets wringing their hands and looking 
through the crowa asif they hoped that they 
would find their loVed ones. 

Cisco was one of the most wealthy, * ＋ = 
ful and prosperous cities of its size in the 
State and was growing rapidly. It was situ- 
ated on the Texas Pacific in the western part 
of the State. Seven miles of wires are down 
on the Texas Pacific. 


MANY KILLED AND INJURED, 

GuTHRrIE, O. T., April 29.— Another cyclone 
visited the Ponca reservation, forty miles 
north of here, last night, and did a great 
amount of damage on the Blevin cattle 
ranch. The buildings were destroyed and J. 
J. Keithley, his wifeandtwo children killed 
and others injured. On the adjoining 
ranch Mr. Jackson andtwo children were 
crushed todeath. Much more damage was 
done farther east, but no particulars are 
obtainable. At Edmond great damage was 
done by wind and hall and several persons 
were injured east of here. At Waterloo a 
waterspout washed out the Santa Fe tracks 
badly and much other damage was done. 


UNEQUALED RAINFALL, 


4 MARMLESS BROOK BECOMES A RAGING RIVER— 
MUCH DAMAGE DONE. 


VIRGINIA, IIL., April 29.—The heaviest rain 
and hailstorm this year struck this locality 
shortly aftér 12 o’clock yesterday, doing a 
great deal of damage in the way of flooding 
cellars under stores and residences in this 
city, and carrying away wagon bridges in the 
country districts. Travel to Arenzville and

passable. citizens of this 
place concede the storm of yesterday 
to be the heaviest downpour of rain occuring 
in the past twenty years. A rainfall of water- 
spout or cloudburst proportions must have 
occurred during the storm just east of town, 
asthe little ten-foot creek running through 
the city in the short space of twenty minutes 
overfiowed its banks and wasa cane river 
800 feet wide, madly plowing its way through 
the heart of the town, carrying away wagon 
bridges, sidewalks and fences, and every- 
thing elsethatcame within its grasp. The 
floral buildings and contents and nursery 
stock of Andy Reither of this place wers dam- 
aged several hundred dollars. 

‘here was another heavy rainstorm last 
night, flooding the streets. A most daz- 
lug electrical display and continuous 
n for hours, accompanied the 
storm of last night. The Sangamon and 
lilinois Rivers are rising at an alarming 
rate, Causing no littie uneasiness to the resi- 
dents of Beardstown and Chandlerville. 


ST. CHARLES STORMSWEPT. 

St. CHARLES, Mo., April 29.—At8 o’clock 
last night one of the most destructive hall- 
storms evei witnessed in this locality broke 
in over St. Charles doing great 
damage to fruit and stock. 


Windows were knocked out by the thousands 
and the business houses on Main street look 
like wrecks. Hallstoses fell that weighed 
six and eight ounces, and in size were as 
large as base balls. At. the 
St. Charles Oar Works 2,500 
windows were broken and their total loss is 
estimated at $2,500. In several places hall 
stones were driven cones corrugated iron 
roofs. Teams are reported to have run away 
through the country and much damage was 
done to stock. On Jefferson street a horse 
driven by a Mrs. Boettler became unmanage- 
able and threw her and five children against 
a fence. The woman was killed outright. 
Several merchants are in St. Louis buying 
the supply here having been ex- 
ead. Reports are coming in from all 
sections telling of great damage to resi- 
dences, stock and fruit. 


ALTON HAS ITS SHARE OF IT. . 

AtTor, III., April 29.—Alton and the sur- 
rounding country were the scene ofa terrific 
hall and rain storm last night. At Godfrey, 
just north ef this city, the hall was as large 
as ges and did a great amount of damage. 
Windows were oroken, cattle injured, 
and a man standing the depot 
platform was struck by a hell 
stone, knocked down anda gash cut in bis 
head.

OFF ON LEAVE, 


Naval Officers Who Are Attempt- 
ing to Serve Two Masters. 


They Draw Pay From the Gcvern- 
ment and From Contractors. 


SECRETARY HERSERT INVESTIGATING 
WITH A VIEW TO REFORM.

Instances of the Application by Commis- 
’ gion Holders of Learning Gained at thé 
Public Expense to Private Uses—Ord- 
nance and Projectile Makers Employ 
Government Experts to Further Their 
Interests—An Open and Notorious 
Abuse—Cleveland's Best Story. 


WASHINGTON, D. G., April 29.—Secretary 
Herbert is understood to be preparing for an 
investigation of a practice which has grown 
to be an abuse the Navy Departmet in the 
matter of grau Rares ot absence to om - 
cers to enable to accept positions with 
Targe firms in th manufacture and sale vf 
ordnance, ship supplies and other products 
intended for use by the navy. 

At least a score of officers whose education 
has been secured at public expense, and 
whose ability an industry properly belong 
to the Government are now on long furlongs 
of from one to three Fears under one-half to 
two-thirds pay, and af the same time draw- 
ing large salaries from private coucerns en- 
gaged in the enterprises referred to. 

One of the most recent of these cases 18 that 
of Commanuer William M. Folger who was 
rolle ved from duty as Uhiefofthe Rurean of 
Ordnance last January and granted leave of 
absence for two years on the ground of 111. 
health. He is now understood to be a regular- 
ly employed agent ofa company controlling 
the Harvey process of producing steel armor 
plates. It isa curious fact that while in the 
Navy Department much of his time was 
spent in experimenting on these plates and 
in demonstrating their value, operations 
which resulted in the conclusion of a profit- 
able contract with the government. 

Lieut. Commander C. C. Cornwell has been 
on leave of absence for the past two years 
and been acting as agent of the Thomson- 
Houston Copper and Nickel Co. iu their con- 
tracts with the Navy Department. He draws 
two-thirds pay from the Government and 
$2,500 a year from the cuntractors. 

Lieutenant-Commander Swift was granted 
leave Of absence from Aug. 1, 1890, to Feb. 1, 
1893, and was then furiomghed until Feb, 1, / 
1894. During all tits time he has been in the’ 
employ of Sellers & Oo, of PMiladelphia. 
This house sells the Gofernment many large 


bills of ordnance tools ume Of whieh have 


been designed by Liaut. Swift. 

Lieut. A. OC. Stone was granted leave of ab- 
sence from March 1, 1891, to March 16, 1894. 
He has been employed steadily by Carnegie & 
Co. of Pittsburg in connection with their 
steel contracts with the Government. His 
two-thirds pay amounts to $1,800a year and 


the Carnegie company pay him $5,000 more. 

Lieut. W. H. Driggs who assisted iu the in- 
vention of the rapid firing gun used by the 
Navy is now on leave and in the employ of 
the company engaged in making the gun. He 
was granted leave of absence May 31, 1888, to 
April 1. 1890 and was then furloughed until 
Sept. 1, 1893. In order that he might assist in 
prosecuting the Government under the com- 
pany’s contracts Lieut. Driggs had to be re- 
lieved from duty under his commission. 

Chief Engineer N. P. Townee assisted in 
designing the machinery for vessels con- 
tracted for dy Cramp & Son of Philadelphia 
and was on January last granted two yeas’ 
leave of absence. He at once entered the 
service of the Cramps and is understood to 
receive $6,000a year for superintending the 
constructionof the machinery which as a 
naval expert, he designed. 

He is stillreceiving two-thirds 
the Government. 

Lieut. W. W. Wood is the Superintendent 
and General Manager of the American Pro- 
jectile Co., which has contracts with the 
Government. He has been on leave of 
absence since October, 1889, and receives 
$1,800 a year from the Government for the 
work he does for the company in addition to 
his salary as an Officer of the firm. 

Naval Constructor S. W. Armistead was 
assigned to inspect the work being done b 
Loring & Co. on certain work. In May,1 
he got a year’s leave ofabsence and entered 
Loring’s employ as the firm’s superintena- 
ent, doing precisely the same work he had 
peformed previously for the Government. 
Another nrvai officer was detalled to take his 
place as Governmentexpert, but Armistead’s 
two-thirds pay went on just the same. 

Lieut. S. Seabury was granted a year’s fur- 
lough in April last that he might accept a 
position with a firm manufacturing army 
ordnance. ‘ 

Lieut. A. G. Menocal, who is chief engineer 
of the Nicaragua Canal Co., is still borne on 
the Government roll. He was givena year’s 
leave of absence in March/ 1889, at the ex- 
piration of which he was/Aurloughed until 
June 3, 1893. 

Lieut. Commander F. V. Symonds and 
Chief Engineer L. W. Robinson were granted 
a year’s leave of absence last February, and 
have since been employ in a pr 
capacity by exhibitors at the World’s Fair. 

Aside from the fact that these officers are all 
drawing salaries from the Government for 
work which they do not perform, the edi- 
fying spectacie is presented of a score 
of men whose technical education and 
experience have been had at public expense 
engaged in — | the interests of 
wealthy corporations which have contracts 
with the Government under which it is fre- 
quently necessary to bring suit, the basis for 
action usually being the reports of these Gov. 
ernment experts, who are giving the benefit 
of their knowledge and skill to private con- 
cerns engaged in making all the money 
possible out of the Government. a thorouga 
investigation by Secretary Herbert will un- 
doubtedly result in the revocation of more 
than one leave of absence.

SPEECH IN VERMONT. 


WASH Narro. D. C., April M. — The new 
Comptroller of the Currency, James H. 
Eckels, has just assumed the duties of his new 
position, Strangers who have business in 
the Comptroller’s office, when they are 
shown in the private room of Mr. Eckels al- 
Ways insist on seeing Comptroller’ Eckels. 
They express astonishment when the gentle- 
man answers that he is the person they de- 
sire to see. Most of the people who have Mr. 


Eckels pointed out to them have an idea that 
he must be the son ofthe Comptroller. Ata 
glance Eckels does not look to be over 30. It 
was much on the account of his youthful ap- 
pearance that there was so much difficulty 
about his confirmation. Everybody who 
a seen Eckels hanging about the 
Capitol supposed him a mere 
stripling, and regarded his ability as the 
precociousness of youth. This led every one 
to jump at the conclusion that Mr. Cleve- 
land had made a mistake. It-was not the 
first time the President had been accused of 
n @ mistake regarding Mr. Eckels.

Loxpow, April 29.—The naval review in 
New York harbor has attracted more atten- 
tion over here than anything occurring in 
America for a longtime.

Thenavy is tne 
one strength and glory of which the English 
nation is jealously proud. Both the press 
and the public comment on the fine showing 
made by the British warships at New York. 
The gathering together of so many American 
men-of- War., showing the strength of the 
new navy, has had a visible national impres- 
sion and may be saidto mark a distinct step 


‘towards cementing the cordial relations of 


the two countries. Here and there is 
heard a little growl of wonder as 
to what the United States want with what 
the growlers call an unnecessarily big navy, 
but the general feeling is that suggested by 
the St. James Gazette. Speaking of the review, 
itsays: Most striking in some ways was 
the United States contingent itself. As was 
only natural it was the largest on view, fours 
teen vessels in all. And these American 
ships, it must be remembered, are fighting 
ships. Allthe old Republican objection toa 
navy anatoan aggressive foreign policy is 
fast disappearing or gone already. The 
United States navy counts eighty vessels, 
carrying over a thousand guns. They have 
got half a dozen very respectable modern 
ironclads and more are building? Unless the 
traditional American character is degener- 
ating very much, the desire to do everything 
on a larger scale than anybody else must 
affect the United States navy as well as other 
things. . 
NEW PASSENGER SHIPS. 

This naval review calls to mind the new 
passenger vessels nearing completion, ves 
sels which may be counted as accessories to 
either the British or the American navy. The

Un- 
fortunately a wounded ambition and pride 
cast his lot and lines beyond its reach. 

Not so with his Civil Service Association 
presidential successor. He was not above 
machine politics, when he could use or run 
the machine. Carl Schurz, with all his la- 
borious study and praningand memorizing, 
could not and cannot enthuse an audience, 
either with his pen or voice,like Curtis. The 
speech of Schurz last Tuesday night upon his 
election as the successor of Curtis reminds 
me how different are and were the ways of 
the two. Curtis always stood by his 
party principles and never went over 
to the oligarchy. He was no 
political huckster. In June, 1878, Col. Emory 
5. Foster, who had been spending a month 
with Schurz, in Washington, while a member 
of the Iiayes Cabinet, dropped into my office, 
almost fresh from the cars, and opened out 
on Missouri politics. Schurz wanted a re- 
election to the United States Senate in 1879. 
He wanted it in 1875 and spoiled the 1874 cam- 
pelas by entering it asa candidate for the 

Inited States Senate.’ Before continuing the 
Foster matter, I will relate how. I was 
postmaster. The owners of the ola St. 
Louis Democrat were carrying a $50,000 
floating debt. Schurz had promised them aid 
and to lift it for its support for his candidacy. 
Grovesnor, who was editor, came to me and 
made this proposition. ‘How much money 
can you raise, Filley, for the (1878) campaign? 
Can you raise $3,000?’ Les, l replied, ‘why?’ 
‘Well, it has been proposed to make a special 
committee torun the campaign this (that) 
fall, and it is proposed to make a committee 
of three, you to be one, Emory Foster the 
other, and you two to select the third, 
and to raise and handle the money.’ 
That, of course, without saying so, meant 
that we two were to select him as the third. 1 
took the matter under consideration for a 
night, and declined the pool. But it went on, 
the Democrat giving its aid and sending 
Eugene Field out with Schurz through the 
State, reporting His speeches. The Democrat 
delivered its goods, but up to the present 
writing Schurz has not delivered his. The 
bottom was knocked out of the campaign of 
1874 by the entry of Schurz the bolter of 1870, 
the suppoter of Greely and Brown 
in 1872. He failed to do elect- 
ed and Cockrell was in 1875. 
Returning to Foster, he said that Schurz 
said that President Hayes was going to or 
would reorganize the entire federal patron- 
age of the State in the interest of Schurz for 
United States Senator. He asked me, ana 
when he did it he prefaced it with the re- 
mark that the matter had been all talked 
over, but, he wasnot directly commissioned 
or authorised to say so to me, but wanted to 
know, if upon those conditions, he himself 
to be in it for a leading office, if I would sup- 
port Schurz for election to the United States 
Senate, I to have the support of 
the high contracting parties, for 
a  Cabinent position. My response 
came without a second of hesitancy; that I 
never bad made a personal trade in politics 
for myself or used any patronage or position 
held by me for such a purpose, and that I 
was not going then to commence, but that if 
Schurz wasthe candidate of the Republican 
party for United States Senator I would 
support him, as I never had been outside of 
the party. 1 was then holding the Post- 
offices It will be observed that I was good 
enough for a Cabinet sition if I would sup- 

rt Schurz for United States Senator, but it 
ater, in October, developed by my removal 
without notice,and by the direct visit of 
Schurz tothe Post-office Department after 
office hours, and having the order of re- 
moval secretly issued, that I 
was not good enough for Post- 
master unless I did.

But he got about 
five votes in the caucus and Legislature for 
re-election to the United States Senate, and 
became soured on Missouri as he previously 
soured on Michigan and Wisconsin, and took 
correctly the measure of the position he held 
and was held in by the Republicans of the 
State, and took his political wares to 
other markets, I refer my status 
with the old timers of the party of rey to 
any huckstering success or ob tion to him 
nowas then. It is enoughto make a horse 
laugh to see him posing as a reformer.

Paris, Tex., April 2.—The Choctaw 
troubles received a fresh impetus on the re- 
turn of the delegation sent by Gov. Jones to 
Washington to present his cause directly to 
the interior Department. It was heralded 
over the Nation when they came back that 
Jones was recognized as the Governor of the 
Choctaw Nation and that the Choctaw Gov- 
ernment would be allowed to enforce its own 
laws in itsown way, andif it was unable to 
do so the Federal Government would give it 
all necessary assistance. This aroused the 
Jones faction to a state of frenzied ex- 
citement, and the members of that party 
poured into Goodland, their headquarters, 
from all over the nation. They believed that 
Locke was at their mercy and that they 
coulda swoop down on him at will. Locke’s 
men rallied to his standard and last night 
both sides were augmented by scores of men. 
This morning there was a large force of men 
at Goodland amounting to about 400. A strong 
force was at Antlers. The two places are 
only fourteen miles apart and a battle was 
believed to be inevitable. All believed it 
would come and that it would be a 
battle to a finish with Locke’s 
men. It was the last chance, as they con- 
sidered it, for their lives, their liberties and 
their homes. The Jones men were actuated 
by motivesto make men equally desperate, 
their enemies were to be punished. The Gov- 
ernment was to be given to their keeping for 
years and they were to be vindicated before 
the world, but the scene changed and white 
winged peace prevailed where bloody car- 
nage was to be enacted. 

Inspector Faison of the Interior Depart- 
ment arrived at Antlers this morning. He 
was sent there by the Interior 
Department to investigate the 
whole matter. Grave charges had 
been preferred against Government officials. 
Inspector Faison was to sift these to the 
bottom. lle comes clothed with extraordli- 
nary powers, with full authority to settle 
the whole matter. Soon after he reached 
Antlers a different feeling prevailed. Mr. 
Faison evidently knew what he was there 
for. It was not long untilthings sessumed a 
aifferent aspect. The militia became less 
warlike and soon began to fold their tents 
and go. Investigation of the methods of the 
delegation sent by Gov. Jones to Wash- 
ington develops some extraordinary things; 
among others, they carried an affidavit 
to Washington signed by twenty-six pris- 
oners held in San Bois County, Choctaw 
Nation, for the murder of fiVe Jones men 
last fall. The affidavit alleged that there 
was a conspiracy on the part of the leaders 
of the Jackson or Locke faction to murcer 
all the Jones faction, and that in a secret 
cabal men were assigned to the bloody work. 
It is also said that Green McCurtain, one of 
the delegates Gov. Jones sent to Washing- 
ton only a night or two before he 
left took the men out one at a 
time in secret and by threats and 
persuasion obtained their signature to the 
amfidavitt. Asan evidence of the good faith 
Ave or six ofthe prisoners were permitted 
to gofree without bond. Ali of them have 
been promised that they would be released 
if Locke would surrender tothe militia. On 
Monday a conference will be held at Good- 
land by leaders of the two factions at which 
time itis hoped that the matter will be 
amicably settled. 

The history of the two men who lead the 
contending Choctaw factions is of interest 
now: 

VICTOR MURAT LOCKE. 

Victor Murat Locke was born in Meigs 
County, Tenn.,in 1845. When the civil war 
broke out, though a mere youth, he ran 
away from home and joined the Confederate 
Army and served in its ranks until the end. 
He was capturec at Augusta, Ga., in June,

1864, and was held a prisoner at Camp Chase 
for eight months. After the war there was a 
great deal of bitterness against the Confeder- 
ates in his old neighborhhood, and he 
left there and come to ‘lexas and 
settled near Albion, in Red River County. 
There he had a difficulty with a negro, which 
resulted inthe negro’s untimely taking off. 
He then went to the Choctaw Nation. Late 
one evening in 1867, footsore, hungry, weary 
and penniless, he went tothe house of Maj. 
Joseph Hodges, where he was taken in and

Wilson N. Jones.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—At the request of 
the Interior Department orders were sent 
from the War Department to-day to Gen. 
McCook, commanding the Department of 
Arizona, directing him to send troops to 
the Navajo country. Gen. McCook, how, 
ever, had anticipated the instructions of the 
War Department and had started four troops 
of cavalry from Fort Worth. Gen. McCook, 
in acknowledging the receipt of his instruc- 
tions to forward troops, stated that he con- 
sidered those sent sufficient for the present. 


COLOMBIAN CRUELTY. 


An Impossible Task Required of a Char 
tered Ship's Company. 


PaNaMA, Colombia, April 29.—The expe- 
rience of the Norwegian steamship Antonie 
Seambrano, under an American charter at 
Puerte Colombia, in Colombia, is one fora 
parallel to which the reader would have to 
go back to the old colonial time when foreign 
shipping appearing on the coast was confis- 
cated and the unfortunate crews thrown into 
dungeons, there ‘to rot until released by 
death, 

Incredible asthe tale seemsitis vouched 
for by such good authority that it may be ac- 
cepted as strictly true. The steamer was 
chartered in New York tocarry out a cargo 
to thecoast of Colombia and return with 
fruit. Whether wilfully on the part ofthe 
charterers, or by accident does not appear, 
but the fact remains that the charter called 
forthe outward cargo to be delivered at 
Barranguila. This is a port on the Mag- 
dalena, which vessels of any considerable 
tonnage cannot now reach on account of the 
dar at the river mouth. On the voyage the 
Captain fell sick and was left at Jamaica, the 
first officer assuming charge. 

At Puerto Colombia the acting captain 
discovered that it was not practicable to 
comply with the condition of the charter 
astothe delivery of his cargo at Barran- 
quila, the danger of taking the vessel over 
the bar at Booa de Cenisea being too great. 

However, he offered to bear the whole ex- 
pense of shipping his freight by the usual 
means to its destination. This arrangement 
did not suit the consignees, who demanded 
the literal fulfillment of the charter, and ap- 
pealed to the local authorities, who ordered 
the officers totakethe vessel intothe river. 
Assuming, then, that he must have been 
misinformed, the officer went in a boat to 
examine the var himself. This attempt 
ended in the destruction of his boat and the 
drowning of the officer and his crew. 

The second officer, on whom the command 
then devolved, peremptorily refused to make 
any further effort tocross the dreaded bar, 
but expressed his willingness to forward the 
cargo at the ship’s expefise. Theauthorities 
were obdurate, and-evpntually levied @ fine 
of $200 on him, and confined him in prison 
until he should agree to proceed to Barrin- 
quila. 

His treatment since has been most vile, 
and if he eventually escapes with his life his 
health will probably be ruined. 

The third officer was then put in command 
andto prevent his escaping from the port 
the vessel’s engines were dismantled and im- 
portant pieces removed on shore. More than 
this, the men ofthe crew have not been 
allowed to communicate with the shore to 
procure provisions even, an armed guard 
threatening to fire on any one who attempted 
to land. The unfortunate crew has been thus 
far supplied by the charity of passing 
steamers. 

This was the condition of affairs a week 
ago, when the original captain, unable to get 
any news of his vessel, proceeded tothe 
coastinthe Royal Mail steamer Larne. On 
arrival the agent ofthe Royal Mail Co. ad- 
vised him of the situation and suggested that 
he proceed to Carthagena and seek redress, 
for should he remain at Puerto Colombia he 
would surely be sent to keep his second officer 
company. This he proceeded to do, where- 
upon the authorities hearing ofhis arrival, 
boarded the Larneand demanded that the 
captain be delivered up. Capt. Masserve re- 
fused to comply and with great difficulty suc- 
ceeded in carrying his passenger on to 
Carthagena. 


THE SCHURZ SNUB. 


Friends of the Orator Hold Mr. Henry 
Villard Responsible. 


New Tonk, April 29.—The feelings of Mr. 
Carl Schurs were sorely hurt last night and 
this morning his friends were holding Mr. 
Henry Villard responsible for the sorry state 
ofaffairs. Owingtoa blunder on the part of 
the Chamber of Commerce Columbian Com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Villard ischairman, Mr. 
Schurz was invited to attend the banquet to 
visiting naval admirals last night and then 
not permitted to deliver the speech that he 
had been induced to prepare. The com- 
mittee was preparing for the elaborate 
dinner for many weeks and arrangements 
were made almost entirely by Chairman 
Villard and Secretary John Austin Stevens, 
who was assisted in the committee head- 
quarters by his son. This committee made 
up the list of toasts and notified those who 
would respond to them. Carl Schurz was 
asked to respond to The President. He 
arrived earlier than he would otherwise have 
arrived, doubtless because he expected that 
the President of the United States would nat- 
urally be toasted before the foreign senti- 
ments were spoken and drunk to. 

„The President’’ was the first toast on the 
list, but opposite the title there was no name 
set down. Ofcourse the anxious statesman 
with his prepared speech did not know 
this, so he became more nervous when Presi- 
dent Alexander E. Orr, the toastmaster, did 
notcalliorit. Russia, Germany, Italy and 
the other conntries were called for and the 
enlogistic responses were vigorous ap- 
plauded, but still the President of the United 
states went untoasted.

After their departure the Marquis—a real 
live novDleman—began to serve soups and 
solids to the hungry Americans.

DEMOCRACY ON EXHIBITION. 

The World’s Columbian Exposition, 
which opens to-morrow, is serviceable to 
mankind as an advertisement of Democ- 
racy. The arts and sclences, the progress of 
which is recorded in this display, are the 
product of the unfettered genius working 
through thousands of individuals scattered 
all over the earth. The worth of individ- 
ualism is set forthin the countless inven- 
tions, which are but the embodied ideas of 
busy thinkers bent on benefiting mankind 
or procuring fame or.profit through the free 
exercise of their faculties. The spirit of 
Democracy is in the wheels of every ma- 
chine, it shows itself in every product on 
exhibition at the Fair, and the extent of 
Democracy’s victory may be gathered from 
the degree of originality and individuality 
manifested at such displays. 

Naturally we shall expect the most origi- 
nality and individual character in the 
works of Americans, for in America action 
as well as thought is free. ‘'Yankee in- 
genuity,’’ which became proverbial all 
over the world very early in our history, 
was the consequence of unfettered lib- 
erty. Nothing restrains the man with an 
idea buzzing in his brain. He is encour- 
aged to putitin practical shape, to give 
itto the world. He is not expected to 
conform to the wishes of an interested few 
norishis geniusever controlled by law. 
In no other country is the individual rated 
so high. Originality instead of being 
frowned upon and crushed as something 
subversive of order is held in high esteem 
as the very foundation of order and guar- 
antee of progress. 

But not less interesting to the foreign 
visitor will be the spectacle presented of 
65,000,000 people coming and going in per- 
fect security without passport, license or 
protection, save that afforded in the uni- 
versal acquiescence in laws made by them- 
selves. Democracy itself will be on ex- 
hibition. Self-government, the solution 
offered by Democracy of the problem of 
government will be studied with even 
more wonder than the ingenious con- 
trivances of Tesla and Edison. It is the 
distinctively American contribution to the 
civilized world,the ‘‘ Yankee idea which 
is making iteelf felt in all lands and point- 
ing the way to the best means of realizing 
the best and purest in human character. 
This is the most useful of the ideas offered 
and probably the one which will be most 
thoroughly diffused by the great Expo- 
sition. 
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BOUNTIES IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

The report that President Cleveland will 
compel claimants of the sugar bounties to 
seek the money through the courts, in 
order that he may thus get a Supreme 
Court decision on the duthority of Con- 
gress to grant such bounties, may be taken 
with some grains of allowance. 

The President is beyond the reach of 
judicial process in his official acts, and 
only by impeachment can he be made to 
answer for their unlawfulness. Nven after 
he has vetoed a bill, believing it uncon- 
stitutional, the President is bound to en- 
force it when passed over his veto, and not 
untila competent court shall have pro- 
nounced it unconstitutional and void can 
he refuse to enforce it, without making 
himself liable to impeachment. 

Doubtless Mr. Cleveland would risk this 
liability, if he clearly saw a way, by with- 
holding payment of the sugar bounties, to 
get a Supreme Court decision on the com- 
petency of Congress to bestow the people’s 
money in bounties to favored individuals 
orinterests. His officersand agents may 
be held accountable in the courts, for their 
unlawful acts. They cannot plead his or- 
ders as a protection, and perhaps by refus- 
ing to obey a law, they may make a case 
in which the courts will have to pass upon 
the competency of Congress to enact such 
a law. But it is questionable whether 
Mr. Cleveland sees in this a wayto get a 
decision on the sugar bounties. 

If a sugar bounty tax were laid directly 
by act of Congress, any resisting tax- 
payer could get adecision on the authority 
of Congress to lay taxes for such a purpose. 
But there is no sugar-bounty tax, and the 
only question to be raised in regard to 
these bounties is whether Oongress under 
the ‘‘general welfare’’ clause is author- 
ized to appropriate money out of the Treas- 
ury to foster private enterprises and inter- 
ests. 

Ii that question could be prevented in a 
way to evoke a decision adverse to the au- 

thority, a wide-open door for evil leg- 
islation would be closed. But when a 
Congress sworn to uphold and obey the 
Constitution assumes the responsibility of 
exercising a doubtful authority, the Court 
gives to the authority of Congress the ben- 
efit of the doubt and refuses to declare 
the act unconstitutional. Only when the 
act join plain ue with the mee

Tn form at least every act of dees 
must de for the purpose of promoting the 
general welfare. A protective tariff law is 
enacted aas an act to/ provide revenue’ * 
and behind this guard have 
lurked for many years the most out- 
rageous schemes for the enriching 
of the few at the expense of the many. 
The protected manufacturers are ever 
mentioned in these acts. They get their 
bounties indirectly in the shape of a mar- 
ket more or less completely monopolized. 
There is no possible way of remedying this 
through the courts, because the court can- 
not go behind the title of the act—that is, 
‘fan act to provide revenue.’’ They can- 
not impeach the good faith of the Con- 
gress which passes the law. The remedy 
is in political action—at.the polls, where a 
change of policy may be ordered. 

It is to be hoped that in the case of 
bounties there may be a distinction which 
may enable the Court.to take jurisdiction 
and pass upon the constitutional character 
of the grants. There is an express order 
in the law to pay certain sums out of pub- 
lic. revenues to ptivate individuals for 
private profit. When Congress makes 
such provisions it is ostensibly in fyurther- 
ance of the general welfare, and the ques- 
tion for the Court to decide before it \akes 
jurisdiction is whether it may go behind 
the ostensible purpose of the law and in- 
quire into the realintent, which may or 
may not be an entirely different one. It is, 
perhaps, unlikely that, following prece- 
dent, the Supreme Court will consider this 
question. It is more likely to hold that 
such questions are political ones, to be 
decided by the people. 
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THE LIBERTY BELL’S MESSAGE. 


During its triumphal journey across the 
country several attempts have been made 
to give the silent old Liberty bell a tongue 
and express the sentiments it should con- 
vey tothe American people. Several dis- 
tinguished orators have essayed to tell the 
message of the bell and picture its view of 
the results of the struggle for human lib- 
erty for which its voice sounded the call. 

But suppose the old bell was endowed 
with intelligence and could express its 
thoughts—what would it tell the great 
people who enjoy the birthright of the 
freedom it represents? This is festival 
year and we may be pardoned for singing 
peans of pride and joy over our 
achievements as a free people. We 
have done marvelous things for ourselves 
and the world. But would all the tones 
of this bell with an existence passing over 
a century of experiment in free self 
government accord with our own boasting 
songs of gladness? Would it sing us to 
lethargic and contented sleep with a 
soothing lullaby of security, orawake us 
to renewed struggles for the rights of 
man? 

Should the old bell view men with bal- 
lots in their hands, but no bread or place 
of abode and without the poor privilege of 
earning them; should it see strong men 
crying for work and weak women and 
children starving while others reveled in a 
surfeit of wealth; should it seea govern- 
ment by and for the people taking the 
earnings of the toilers to give it to privi- 
leged absorbers; should it see freemen sell 
their votes for money and place and voted 
like sheep in shambles by tyrannous bosses, 
would there be no tones of sadness, no 
warning alarm in its voice? Would it tell 
us that we had used our political rights to 
gain the full fruits of equality and liberty? 

We have done much, but we have not 
completely worked out the problem of 
justice to all men and of human happiness. 
We are still deep in the struggle. We 
have the means but the end is not yet 
gained. These thoughts are not pleasant 
for a season of festivity and rejoicing, 
but they are thoughts that should never 
be out of the minds of men who have set 
their faces towards the goal of perfect free- 
dom. They are especially appropriate in 
the presence of a Liberty bell. The cele- 
bration of this country’s achievements 
will be worthless if it does not stimulate 
to nobler endeavor.

In former days the mechanical technique 
knew nothing better than the crutch or the 
stilt with which to replace an amputated 
limb. Anattempt to devise something more 
perfect was only made of recent years, 
brought about by the wars, railroads, fac 
tories and their mechanical appliances, and 
the consequent increase in accidents. But 
the strongest factor that has caused this 
innovation is the modern antiseptic treat- 
ment of wounds, which makes it possible for 
the victims of accidents of this class to sur- 
vive the shock of amputation. 

Particular attention has been paid to artli- 
ficial substitutes for legs, which must be as 
nearly perfect and useful as possible, be- 
cause they support the weight of the body, 
and as natural in dimension and juncture in 
order to roplace permanently the lost limb.

placement is still quite inadequate. 

During the International Congress of 1891 
of the manufacturers of surgical instru- 
ments, great stress was laid upon the flexi - 
bility ofthe fingers in conjunetion with the 
elbow joint, anda Berlinfirm was awarded 
the prize for the artificial arm shown In the 
accompanying sketch. The work is an ex- 
tremely difficult and costly one. Each joint 
has direct connection with the elbow. The 
hand is made of boxwood, with leather and 
steel trimmings above the wrist. Ivory is 
used for the finger joints on ac- 
count of its durability. Each joint is 
provided with a screw, 80 that the 
whole hand can be taken apart. By 
transmitting flexible rods from one Knuckle 
of the finger to all the others, the bending 
and stretching of the fingers is made pos- 
sible, each knuckle forming a double hinge. 
All these rods are assembled in the palm, 
where they are made fast, A double lever 
movement connects the rods with the elbow 
joint, so that when the elbow is stretched 
the fingers stretch, and when tne 
elbow is bent the fingers 
close, provided the stump of the 
forearm has force enough left to make these 
motions. To strengthen the leather shaft 
greaves are applied toeither side, with which 
the motor roa is also connected, The upper 
bandage holds the arm in place. 

Another novelty shown during that con- 
gress was an artificial forearm made of box- 
wood and aluminum. The greaves were 


the body which isto be supported, so that |

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every amputation requiresa specially con- 
structea substitute. On an average the 
weight of an artificiallimb is from 5% to9 
pounds. 

Some of the most noted surgeons of the age, 
who met in Congress not long ago, state that 
they have had some marvelous cases where 
great adroitness was achieved on the part 
of patients in handling their artificial limbs. 
One ot these is an expert skater, another 
rides a bicycle,a thirdisa gardner and is 
able to climb high trees, whilea fourth is a 
tinner, who covers roofs with the same ease: 
as formerly. Some dance with light and airy 
grace, and a chud with two artificial legs 
goes to school without a cane to support it. 
It makes, of course, quite a difference, 
whether the limb has been amputated above 
or below the knee. Inthe latter case the in- 
firmity is scarcely noticeable, while the same 
perfection of substitution cannot be reached 
in the former case. 

But even in cases where the limb has been 
taken out of the hip joint itis possibie to-day 
to replace it with an artificial substitute.

of an English landscape. 

As goodly a proportion of English as Amer'i- 
Can people have come to accept this as true. 
But it is astoundingly false, as any one who 
will really saunter, not rush, about England 
may know. Bocks are largely responsible for 
this. English fiction, like American fiction, 
of from a halt ceutury to a century ago was 
replete with pictures of village life and char - 
acter. When Charlotte Bronte laid down her 
pen, and the labor of George Eliot—who was 
to the early Victorian age, at least in degree, 
what Shakspeare was to the Elizabethan— 
Was done, mastershipin this school of de- 
Mneation seemed to cease. 

Neither America nor England has since 
Produced a lasting work of fiction upon rural 
scenes and lowiy folk. Novelists have wal- 
lowed in altrulsm,psychological phenomena, 
subtieties of crime and its detection, hideous 
Salaciousness, positive and comparative re- 
Ugion, the heroics of agnosticism and in- 
Gelity and in the shredded and bedraggled 
warp and wool ofultra intense metropolitan 
life, So those who rely on intelligent fiction 
to reflect reality, have felt that the English 
Village and its folk had surely passed away. 

2 the great world of activities has 

constantiy to intelligent attention, 
through the press, the reviews and through 
Statistical volumes, largely to the exclusion 
ot the great underlying world of fact and 
sentiment. In America the stupendous af- 
rs and progress of our great cities have 
imost obliterated the memory of some of

She American iercial mina and the 
English commerci.: mind have heard fora 
quarter ofa century of naught else than 
thelr ingots and spindles, pottery and looms, 
fabrics and slips, lock-outs and walk-outs, 
depression and expansion and their tre- 
mMendous trade stiperlatives of every hard 
and harassing description. 

But the material and literary fact stiu re- 
Mains that all the thousands of ancient En- 
ish villages, and with not a half hundred 
exceptions, arehere just op ey were at the 
beginning of the century; just as we 
have pored over them inthe best old works 
of English fiction. Not only this, but hun 
dreds of modern villages with winsome 
olden architecture in the habilament of Eliz- 
bethan and even earlier Tudor times, en- 
riched with luxurtous parking and intelligent 
floriculture, and Wiadows filled with ruddy 
English faces, have been added tothe mosster 
olden stock. * 

Even in the congested districts of Lanca- 
Yorkshire, northern Warwickshire, 
Staffordshire and Shropshire, not an ancient 
Village bas passed from sight, save wherea 
town or city bas grown within and around it; 
and, where factory towns are so thick that 
mht of chimney stacks crowd every acre 
of the horizon like giant spears above some 
mighty encircling camp, there between still 
stand the ancient hamlets, more witching

Up in Cumberland and Westmoreland, what 
loving wraiths-of memory are conjured when 
basking in the glowing be auty of slumberous, 
verdure-clad, blossom-crowned Keswick, 
Grasmere, Rydal, Ambleside and Bow- 
ness! Here in old Keswick town 
dwelt and sang, and lies buried in 
Crossthwaite churchyard, near the mur- 
murings of the Greta he so loved, that high- 
souled poet of pensive remembrance and 
meditative calm, Robert Southey. Here, too, 
the unhappy Coleridge passed the most frult- 
ful, though still the most miserable, years of 
his baleful slavery to a deadly drug; and 
with his giri- wife, Harriet, Shelley here 
knew the only happy hours of his unfortu- 
nate life. In ancient Grasmere—Grasmere of 
**rush-bearing’’ fame; Grasmere with per- 
haps the oldest and certainly the quaintest 
church in England; Grasmere where the 
brave old dame soundly walloped the Prince 
of Wales for ‘‘harrying’’ her sheep, Thomas 
De Quincey lived in his dream-life maduess, 
and in St. Oswald’s church-yard sleep 
Harsicy Coleridge and William Wordsworth, 
heside the beauteous Rothay, which, leaping 
from sequestering meadows, gives back along 
the old church-wall the deathless songs they 
sung. 

That one whose memory gives tothe organ- 
tones of the two cascades of Rydal their 
wondrous heart-thrilling power, who Is first 
and last when youreyes of fancy penetrate 
the past, is Wordsworth, who iived on Rydal 
mount, above the hamlet, for forty sunlit 
years. Sturdy, iconoclastic, yet true and 
practically Christian if still heretic, Harriet 
Martineau stands bright and clear in the 
picture among the blossoms of songful 
Ambleside. Christopher North with his 
huge frame and benign face, as 
if the very spirit of the lovely region 
shone from his kinaly eyes, makes these vil- 
lage ways sunnier for his strong, sum tread. 
With him, though later, you will see another 
one, firm, calm, tender, noble, one who 
through his labor at Rugby swept forever 
from the British educational system the rule 
of brutality and dread, lofty-souled, nobie 
Dr, Arnold; while old Bowness huddling be- 
tween the highway and the fell-side 16 
sweeter still because you see through its tiny 
cottage panes the wraith of good Felicia 
Hemans, with a tinge of sadness in her 
pallid, patient face. 

Pleasant indeed is a week’s idle loitering 
among the villages of Surrey. Some of the 
most picturesque timbered cottages of En- 
giand can be found among these ancient 
hamlets. Sleepy old Godalming was once a 
nestof fullers’ homesand numbers of these 
habitations are still in good preservation. 
At Shere, the former home of the Earls of 
Ormondand the noble house of Audley, and 
round about are wondrously interesting 
lanes of cottages. Besides, there are 
Wonersh, withits fine gables and chimneys 
and charmingly picturesque old miil-house; 
Haslemere, with its high and graceful 
chimneys; ‘Chiddiagtord, where glass was 
first made in England, with its fine fourteenth 
century cottages and famous old Crown Inn; 
Witley, with its church tower surmounted by 
Aspire as quaint as that of Stoke Poges and 
its cottages, which are in every artist's 
sketch- book; Alford, most primitive of sur- 
rey Villages, with its curious jron- work and 
moats; and, with scores more, winsome old 
Cranleigh, where, at Baynards, Jane Roper, 
wife of the younger Sir Edward Bray, so long 
kept the head of her father, ill-fated Sir 
Thomas More, which was finally deposited 
in St. Dustans’, Canterbury. 

You will never heed the passing hours ff, 
afioat upon the Avon, you will set outin 
quest Of English visitors within the western 
shires, The thatches of ths hamlets lean 
everywhere along the Avon almost to the 
river’s brink. You will have no need for au 
inn. With your yeoman companion you will 
be welcomed everywhere at night among the 
Village peasantry. Byand by you cometo 
the vales among the Cotswolds. Thea will 
you see hamlets and villages dotting the val- 
leys, embedded in gardens, perched upon 
the heights, in settings of lush orchards, 
waving fields within checkered lines 
of hawthorn hedges or denser rows of 
limes, and these in turn packed by banks of 
forest primeval; all in such droning quiet, 
ample content and smiling opulence that, 
fullofthe winey exultation of it all, you 
again and again irresistibly exclaim, Here 
is Arcady at last!’’ 

In Essex one could wander for a whole 
summer and never tire of its mossy nooks 
like Thaxted, with its long straggling street 
of many-gabled homes, its ex- 
quisite church, its strange Moot Hall 
and its noble relic, Horham Hall; Cogshall, 
with its moldering abbey ruins and curious 
**Woolpack’’ inn; Saffron Walden, hot-bed 
of Essex superstitions, with its ruined castle, 
wonderful old houses and antique Sun Inu 
which has set the Essex antiquarians end- 
lessiy by the ears; Finchingfield with its 
jumble of cottages piled one upon another 
and its quaint timber-bullt alms- houses, like 
those of Coventry; St. Osyth, with its re- 
markable church, splendid old priory and 
marvelously beautiful gate - house; and Little 
Dunmow, straggling, tiny hamlet that it ts, 
but famous the world over for its ‘*fiitch of 
bacon’’ prize for conjugal felicity. 

And it all these were not enougm to make 
you know the Indescribably interesting and 
beautiful rural England of to-day, come here 
where the shires of Bucks, Berks and Surrey 
join, and saunter for but a day roundaboug 
royal Windsor. 

At Chertsey, but nine miles distant, once 
famous for its abbey; itved and died the poet 
Cowley, While Albert smith, author of 
**‘Ohtristopher Tadpole,’’ and many other 
charming works of fiction, was bora in the 
same quaint old village. Datchet, on the 
Thames, about a mile from Windsor, has the 
remains ofa very ancient monastery, while 
Datchet Mead was rendered famous by 
Shakspeare in his Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor,’ 

But four miles distant is the quaint and 
sequestered village of Horton. In this, at 

Manor House, lived Milton with his 
fatherand mother when they retired from 
business in 1632, and here were written his 
**Comus,’’ ‘*arcades, ** **Lyoidas,’’ L' Alle- 
gro“ and n Fenseroso. At Old Windsor, 
two miles down the river, is one of the most 
impressive oli yew and cypress shaded 

in Eogiana. Its Moat Farm was 
the hunting seat of Saxon kings. Mrs. Rob 
ingon, the authoress and the unfortunate 
Perdita, is buried here; and its Beaumont 
Lodge was the former home of Warren

BISHOP KAIN’S APPOINTMENT 


It Is Thought to Be Certain—Archbishop 
Ryan Arrives. 


Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia arrived in 
the city last night, rather earlier than was 
expected. It was thought he would not get 
here before to-morrow night. He 
came from New Orleans and was 
very probably accompanied by Rt. Rev. J. J. 
Kain of Wheeling, W. Va. Archbishop Ryan, 
the newly appointed Coadjutor, was located 
at the residence of Archbishop Kenrick, 
on Jindell boulevard. Before leaving 
New Orleans Archbishop Ryan notified 
by letter Archbishop Kenrick that Kt. Rev. 
J.J. Kain’s appointment as his coadjutor 
would very likely be made dy 
Satolli before he arrived in 
city to-morrow night. A re 
of the Posr-Disraren called at the residence 
of Archbishop Kenrick last nightand it was 
learned that Archbishop Ryan had arrived 
and could not be seen. Archbishop Ryan 
was in one of the apartments of the first 
foor in very earpest consultation 
with a person other than 
Archbishop Kenrick. The servant 
who waited in the door, however, would 
volunteer no further information, but that 
his reverence, Archbishop Ryan, was too 
busily engaged to be seen by reporters. 

The letter which brought the news of Arch- 
bishop Ryan’s intended visit was conveyed 
ina letter to the Archbishop, received last 
Friday. His Grace of Philadeiphia saic that 
he would arrive to-morrow evening 
but he has evidently reconsidered his plans. 
The letter also said, ag previously stated, 
that Archbishop Kenrick would receive 
the official notification of the 
appointment or his coadjutor 
before to-morrow evening, and of course the 
aged prelate has already learned from Arch- 
bishop Ryan in person who the coadjutor 
is to be. 

Rt. Rev. John J. Kain, Bishop of Wheeling, 


W. Va., who has been appointed coadju- 


tor of this diocese, was the sec 
ond candidate on the list of the suffragan 
bishops for the coadjutorship of this arch- 
diocese and the first on the list prepared by 
the priests. He was born in Martinsbury, 
Berkeley Co., W. Va., May 31, 1841, 
of Irish parents. It was Virginia then, 
for cruel war had not yet 
set brother against brother,and shivered the 
old dominion into pleces. The future bishop 
received his primary education at home and 
the immediate vicinity. He pursued his 
more advanced studies at the Preparatory 
Seminary of St. Charles, Ellicott Co., 
Md., from which Institution he graduated 
in 1862, He was a pupil of the present Bishop 
of Savannan, Ga., Rt. Rev. Thomas A, 
Becker, and under his tutelage he conceived 
a desire to become a priest. The young Vir- 
took his theologica course 

Mary's College, Baltimore, 
graduation from the 

Preparatory Seminary of st. Charles- 
He was ordained a priest in Baltimore on 
July 2, 1866, by Archbishop Martin John 
Spalding, then primate of the United States, 
and an uncle of Bishop John Lan- 
caster Spalding of Peoria, III., the first 
of the three candidates for the local 
coadjutorship. Without any preparatory 
careeras an assistant priest in Baltimore 
under the eye ofa veteran rector, Fr. Kain 
was dispatched toa mission in West Virginia, 
which embraced half a dozen counties and 
the fateful Harper’s Ferry, where was heard 
the first clash of arms which was the prelude 
to civil strife. The immense parish com- 
mitted to Fr. Kain was, at the beginning of 
his mission, = pew to the poverty, the 
despair, the suffering and the bloodshed of 
the war, and offered tothe young priesta 
brilliant opportunity to develop his latent 
qualities. He was indefatigable in his efforts 
to rebuild the ruined churches and dis- 
mantied houses of his people, and by his own 
hopeful spirit he inspired many with new 
life. A correspondent writing of this period 
in Bishop Kain’s career said: He has not 
been a mere ecclesiastical visitor, hearing our 


confessions coldly, celebrating mass, and 
performing his priestly duties exactly. He 
has been more than that. His words have 
put neart into some of us when all hope 
seemed swept away by those disasters 
which were brought on us by the war. 
Space, time were as notbing to him in the 
discharge of his duty. Before his assistant 
was appointed—this was in 1867—he seemed 
to be everywhere at once. Once—I re- 
call the incident, but can- 
not remember the exact locality, 
though I think it was Mount Jackson—a 
farmer lay —— We thought that Fr. Kain 
would not reach him in time, for one mes- 
senger had started off in a blinding storm 
and we calculated that unless\Fr. Kain 
traveled like Tam O’Shanter and o¥erlooked 
the danger of the ristng flood he wou too 
late. How we prayed! How we hoped! How 
we doubted! here was an old Irishwoman 
among Us and between the decades of her 
rosary she would continually 
‘Nothing will stand in Fr. 
way, and he’llcome if it kills him.“ 
sure enough, dripping, weary, mu 
splashed, almost at the eleventh hour, Fr. 
Kain did come. 

Fr. Kain was consecrated Biship of Wheel- 
ing on May 23, 1875. He is the second Bishop 
ofthe diocese. being the successor to Rt. 
gh — Vincent Whelan, who died July 

The Diocese of Wheeling embraces all of the 
State of West Virginia except Pendleton, 
Grant, Mineral, Hardy, Hampshire, Morgan, 
Berkeley and Jefferson counties, which be- 
long to the Diocese of Richmond; also that 
partof Virginia westof Patrick, Franklin 
and Roanoke counties, and that part of 
Craig County which in 1850 belonged to 
Montgomery County. The white Catholic 
population of Wheeling diocese is about 
80,000. Itcontains about twenty-five educa- 
tional institutions, thirty-four priests and 
sixty-two churches. 

Bishop Kain is a man of strong, deter- 
mined character, not to be im- 
posed upon. Despite his pioneer 
career, he has found time for study andisa 
man of ripe learning. He is in favor with 
10 of the hierarchy ofthe United States, 
and his candidacy for the local coadjutorship 
was warmly espoused by them.

Hickok’s Wonderful Puts With the 
Hammer at New Haven. 


New Haven, April 29.—The spring games 
of the Yale Athletic Association held this 
afternoon were the most success- 
ful given in some time despite the 
heavy track and rain.

THAT PERUVIAN INCIDENT. 


The Story cfthe Mollendo Riot Told in 
Colombia by a Participant. 


PaNaMA, April 22.—The people of thd Peru- 
vian town of Mollendo have once more af- 
forded the world a glimpse of the supersti- 
tion, ignorance and bigotry by which their 
lives and every day relations are regu- 
lated. What is worse, such 
mental and spiritual conditions 
prevail generally in Spanish America. Even 
the capitals are not exempt from occasional 
outbursts of bigotry. A year or two ago the 
populace of this same place, at the instiga- 
tion of priests, mobbed and well nigh massa- 
cred a party of conjurers and mind readers, 
declaring that they were allied with the evil 
one. 

The present incident has been related ina 
garbled fashion inthe press of the United 
States, but thetrue story remains to De told. 
The PostT-DIsPATCH correspondent obtained 
a full account of the affair from a member of 
the Estudiantine Americana, a company of 
Chilian musicians working their way up the 
Pacific Ooast. 

The row originated over funeral services 
fora Mason who somehow had been buried 
with Catholic rites anc it had been decided 
to have the usual Masonic ceremony at the 
grave. Thecure was disposed to permit the 
services, but referred the question to the 
Ecclesiastical Governor ot the Province, who 
promptly ordered an indefinite postpone- 
ment. The Masons thereupon proceeded to 
conduct the ceremony within the lodge, and 
engaged members of the Estudiantine, then 
exhibiting in town. 

The ceremrony was proceeding when the 
populace, reinforced by riff raff from 
Ariqupa, swooped down upon the lodge. 
Masons and guests fled over roofs and 
through back yards. Revolvers were freely 
discharged by the mob, but no one seems 
to have been hurt by ballets except the 
American consular agent, a native who livea 
nearby and had no connection whatever with 
the matter. A stray bullet somehow hurt his 
foot and the lively protest he then and there 
entered attracted the attention of some 
rioters, who invaded his premises and 
wrecked the place. 

Meanwhile a number were inside the lodge- 
room smashing things. Having wrecked the 
building, everything movabie was thrown 
into the plaza anda bonfire started. Into 
this was thrown the stuff collected from the 
Consul’s house, inclading all his official 
papers and records. 

The infuriated fanatics also fed to the 
flames several valuable violins and a violon- 
cello the Chillan musicians had dropped in 
their fight. The police, who had 
gathered in force, enjoyed the fun, 
dancing around the plaza and encouraging 
the rioters by wild shouts and yells. Even 
when the Consul’s righteous indignation 
drew the mob after him and he fied into his 
house, the police did nothing to restrain the 
few who followed him. Not one of the 
rioters had any idea that the 
consular agent represented a foreign power. 
Even the policemen present do not appear to 
have known that much. The eagle did not 
scream over his front door nor was there a 
flag pole in sight.

[Seven successive conditions of the ulse of a per- 
oon — — for morphinism is showa by 
made. He must judge independent of the 
patient’s word whether the real desire for 
cure exists, without which he can do noth- 
ing. And he must be prepared for occasional 
outbreaks in which the patient, no matter 
how anxious he may be for relief, will not 
only return to his morphine, but will after- 
wards declare positively that he has done 
nothing ofthe sort. Such a patient will de- 
clare positively that the cure is progressing 
favorably, and in an extreme case will go so 
far as to swear that he is entirely cured and 
taking no morphine whatever, when the fact 
may be that he is using it as freely as ever. 
Mendacity is a very common symptom of the 
disease. 

Such a case will tax the atmost skill of the 
physician, but if he be really an expert he 
will not de deceived for any length of time. 
He willrely not only upon his own general 
knowledge of symptons and of the patient’s 
appearance, but upon chemical analysis as 
well, And he will call to his aid an ingenious 
mechanical device called the spygmograph, 
recently invented, for the exact tracing of 
the action of the pulse. This device, by 
reason of its ingenuity, no less than its im- 


portance, merits a brief description. It 
consists of a needle-like point poised upona 
light disk which is placed directly over the 
artery from which the pulse is to be taken. 
A strip of carbonized paper passes over this 
point, very much as the tape in the ticker“ 
passes over the telegraph machine, and the 
point traces the action of the heart with 
Gelicute accuracy. A few sample tracings, 
bere shown, demonstrate how great is the 
value of the invention, for the effect of mor - 
phine and various other drugs upon the heart 
action is so definitely Known that the physi- 
clan can generally tell by using the spyg- 
mograph what particular arug has been used 
without his knowledge, or what one is 
needed to rectify an alarming condition, 

In making his diagnosis, the physician 
usually discounts the patient’s statement as 
to the amount of the daily dose, the fact 
being thatthe patient’s measurements are 
usually Inaccurate, but the amount taken is 
by no means a gauge of the seriousness of the 
case, for five grains a day will affect one per - 
son a8 gravely as fifty grains will affect an- 
other, Having made his diagnosis, it is neces- 
sary to draw up 4 Ine of treatment to fit the 
case, for it is seldom that two cases can be 
treated alike, though the same general 
theories obtain in all cases. Of these theories 
there are several. 

The course which was first tried was to de- 
prive the patient of all morphine at once, 
and either leave nature to restore health or 
treat allensuitig symptoms as weill as possi- 
ble without the use of morphine. This is 
now considered about pa a par with the old 
time treatment of hydrophobia, though it is 
by no means so merciful. That was to 
the patient between feather beds.

armed with long Damboos with streamers 
attached, and vainy endeavor to drive of the 
terrible invaders mo are setting down in 
myriads and devaring their crops before 
their eyes. Every leaf and twig is covered 
thick, giving theippearance of some §id- 
sous haar! fruitor plant. A faint ur 
smell like that of frmenting vegetable mat- 
ter is always peroptible in the neighbor- 
hood. It comes, m doubt, from the drop 
pings of the insect. 
There isa curiovand widespread belief 
among the Chines in the existence of a 
„King locust—‘*Vang’’ he is called—of co- 
lossal sige and quassupernatural character, 
who hovers invisibs in the upper regions of 
the air, directing ad controlling the migra- 
tions of the diffeent swarms. At some 
places the leading diicials have publicly sac- 
rificed and made olverings to the king of the 
locusts in order tha he might be induced to 
spare their localitié. 

I know of fewsthts,““ writes the Con- 
sul, more extraodinary than a swarm 
engaged in pairing. The air is filled with 


clouds of locusts drfting, circling, crossing 
and recrossing, wih.a faint, whirring 
noise, and settig on the ound in 
thousands of couple. The groun is car- 


peted thicely with hem; you cannot make a 
move without crunding heaps of them un- 
der your feet, while thousands more start 
up m pattering volbys against your legs, 
hands and face!’’ Sma) 
The eggs are depodted in holes drilled by 
the female an imh or more deep in the 
ground. The time mquired for hatching de- 
pence entirely on thstemperature. In very 
ot weather the new brood begins to make its 
appearance atthe eid Of a week. At this 
stage they are ve mall, black and as 
active as fleas, makhgextraordinary bounds 
by means of their muscular hind legs. Ata 
little distance they suggest the idea ofa 
swarm Of dlack ants seized with sudden in- 
sanity. In shape they are exact copies of 
their parents, save for the wings. They are 
greedy feeders and grow rapidly. By the 
eighth or ninth day wings have budded and 
the color begins to change, yellow spots ap- 
pearing, and ihn about three weeks or a month 
they are full grown. 
The destruction, by suitable methods, of 
this formidable pest, involving, as it does, 
the prevention of famines, fever epidemics 
and riots, isa matter of grave public con- 
cern. One constantly hears of mandarins 
losing their buttons and being disgraced as 
the penalty of remissness or failure to destroy 
the enemy. 
Consul Jones says the Chinese consider 
that the visitation of the locusts is a ‘‘calam- 
ity from heaven, and that there is no help 
for it.“ Ohinese records chronicle many in- 
stances of the ap rance and the calamities 
inflicted by the }Ocusts in former-fimes, but 
they have no uliarly effective methods of 
destroying th The Government usually 
issues prociamations ordering out the sol- 
diers and encouraging the farmers to destroy 
hem. The latter are given a bounty for 
their destruction.

LEADING ARTICLES IN THE MAGAZINES CONDENSED FOR THE CONVENIENCE 
OF SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH READERS. 


One of the most 
striking articles that 
have appeared in the 
Century tor a long 
time is that on The Chicago Anarchists of 
1886"" from the pen of Joseph E. Gary, who 
presided at the trial. Judge Gary gives a 


full and apparently a fair account of what 
occurred at the trial, the incidents of the 
Haymarket riot, and the causes that led to 
it. He gives without comment some extracts 
from journals which advocated the cause of 
the rioters. The following extract from the 
Arbeiter Will show the opinion that was en- 
tertained concerning the police in certain 

vuartors. Deecribing the trouble on May 23, 
the day preceding the bomb-throwing, this 
journal says: 

**The scabs were in mortal terror, when at 
this moment the Hinman street patrol- 
wagon, summoned by telephone, came rat- 
tling along with thirteen murderers, With 
their weapons, mainly stones, the people 
fought with admirable bravery. They laid 
out halt a dozen blue- coats, and their round 
bellies, developed to extreme fatness in idle - 
ness and luxury, tumbied about, groaning on 
the ground. Four of the fellows are said to 
be very dangerously wounded: many others, 
alas! escaped with lichter injuries.’’ 

Spies and Schwab werethe editors of the 
Arbeiter. The Alarm, of which Parsons was 
the editor, contained the following recom- 
mendation: 

„Dynamite! Of all the good stuff, this is 
the stuff. Stuff several pounds of this 
sublime stuffintoan inch pipe (gas or water 

ipe), plug up both ends. insert a cap witha 
use attachod, place this in the immediate 
neixhbor hood of a iotof rich loafers who live 

the sweat ofother people’s brows, and 
light the fuse. A most cheerful and gratify- 
ing result will follow. In giving dynamite to 
the downtrodden millions of the globe, 
science has done its best work. 

In closing Judge Gary says: 

**Right-minded, thoughtful people, who 
recognize the necessity to civilization of the 
existence and enforcementof laws forthe 

rotection of human life, and who yet may 
— had misgivings as tothe fate of the 
Anarchists, will, I trust, read whatI have 
written, and dismiss those misgivings, con- 
vinced that in law anam morals the An- 
archists were rightly punished, not for opin- 
ions, but for horrible deeds. ’’ 

In the series of letters 

SHERMAN ON MEXICO that passed between 
AND KECONSTRUC- Gen. W. T. Sherman 
TION. and Senator John 
Sherman the condl- 

tion of affairs in Mexico during the period 


immediately succeeding the Rebellion is 
treated of in a very interesting manner. 
Gen. Sherman, who visited the country for 
purposes of observation, was not impressed 
with the people, and was strongly opposed to 
all ideas of annexation. He writes: Mexico 
does not belong to our system. All its north- 
ern part is very barren and costly. Its 
southern part is very good, tropical coun- 
try, but not suited to our pone or pursuits, 
Its inhabitants are a mixture of Indians, ne- 
oesand Spanish that never can tor- 
ured into good citizens, and would have to 
be exterminated before the country could be 
made available to us,’’ 

John Sherman’s opinion was little more 
favorable. According to himthe Mexicans 
‘tare a miserable set, and we ought to keep 
away from them. 

Gen. Sherman wasnot all in sympathy 
with the reconstraction methods, lieving 
that the power of the southern whites to 
regulate their own affairs was likely to be- 
come too circumscribed, as the following 
extract from one of his letters shows: 

**Ido think some political power might be 
given tothe young men who served in the 
rebel army, for they area better class than 
the adventurers who have gone South pure- 
ly for office.’’

The total of all the points ofthe same dom- 
ino forms always 6 or 12, and it is enough to

The 
tray of black, for example, and the 
four of red together make thirty-four points.

The purpose and object 
of this company being averred in the agree- 
ment which these parties together with the 
leadersof the Pennsylvania Rallroad, New 
York Central and Erie roads had signed, de- 
claredin plain terms that the companies 
would give the refiners a rebate of at least 
$1 der barrel and as much more as was 
nevessary to give them control of the oil 
business. From this period dates an era of 
prosperity unparalleled for the standard Oil 
company—of destruction and ruin for all its 
rivals.

SUGAR TRUST. 
The history of the Sugar Trust reads much 
like that ofthe of] monopoly, probably be- 
cause it was modeled on pre- 
Clsely the same lines. A long time 
before the war, in fact, in the early years of 
the century, there was in New York City an 
Austrian-American by the name of Have- 
meyer, of good commercial habits and of 
good fortune, whose skill in sugar renfining 
won him the name of being the best refiner 
in the world. He wasan industrious man, 
and had worked in the refining-rooms him- 
self. Hisown shipa brought bim the raw 
material from the West Indies, and he it was 
who introduced cut and loaf sugar. His de- 
scendanté inherited from bim a fine busi- 
ness, a fortune of giant dimensions and a 
good name. But the descendants no longer 
enjoyed tue monopoly their tather had done, 
though they still led inthe business. Bere 
and there through the country were built 
new refineries, and especfally on the Pacific 
‘eam arose the great house of Claus 
reckels. The latter in the West and the 
avemeyers in the East, besides others in 
various parts of the country made millions 
from the sugar trade when the war tariff of 
1862 added a high duty to raw and refined 
sugars. About ten years ago the Sugar 
Trust was formed, ostensibly for the purpose 
of ‘‘lessening the expenses of production, 
culling of useless employes and of preventing 
2 roduction. 

n 1887, with no manifest evidences of its

SAVED THE MONTESQUES. 


How Comptreller Sturgeon Prevented 
Their Lynching by a Mob in 1849. 


Hon. Isaac H. Sturgeon, the present City 
Comptroller, was instrumental in saving Gon 
salve and Raymond Montesque, the two 
French noblemen who were involved in the 
murder of twoand the shootingof three other 
persons atthe old City Hotelin this city in 
October, 1849, from the fury of a mob intent 
upon lynching them. 

An account of the death of Gonsaive 
Moutesque ata sanitarium near Paris, and 
also of the murder, was published in the last 
SUNDAY Post-DIsPaTCnH. 

Mr. Sturgeon’s account of évents subse- 
quent tothe murder forms an interesting 


sequel. 

On the evening of Oct. 29, 1849, two young 
Frenchmen named Gonsalve and Raymond 
Montesque arrived in this city and put up at 
the old City Hotel, Third and Vine streets, 
kept by Barnum & Moreland. They 
had been traveling and hunting 
qual and prairie chickens through 
Illinois on their visit to this country. The 
same night Gonsalve took his gun and with- 
out warning to his Brother or any one went 
into the corridor 6f the hotel and began 
shooting: He killed Wm. Albért Jones dut · 
right and fatally wounded Kirby Barnum, a 
nephew of Mr. Barnum, one of the proprie- 
tors of the hotel. Besides this he shot and 
wounded three other men. 

Mr. Jones, one of the parties killed, wasa 
warm personal friend and business patron 
of Mr. Sturgeon, who was then an Alderman 
from the Sixth Ward, the city then having 
only six wards. Mr. Sturgeon attended the 
funeral of his friend Jones to Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. Onthe way out in the carriage, 
containing three persons beside himself, it 
was revealed to him that a mob was organized 
to be ted by Robert Me. O’Blenis to 
storm the jail after dark, take 
the Montesques out and ng them. 
At first, he says, he thought he would feign 
sickness and try to gét Dack tothe city soon- 
er than the carriages could return. He did 
not attempt this for fear of arousing sus- 

icion, so kept on and returned to the city, 

eing driven airectly to the Planters’ House, 
opposite the Court-house. 

Louis F. .LaBeaume, the Sheriff of St. Louis 

unty, was just leaving the Court- house for 

ishome. Mr. rgeon called to him and 
told him what was to occur and asked his co- 
operation toavert the calamity and disgrace 
that would fall on the city in 
allowing a mob to hang 
one crazy and an innocent 
man. Mr. La Beaume said he would help to 
prevent it. They jumped into a carriage 
and drove rapidly to the residence of Judge 
J. B. Colt, Judge of the Criminal Court, and 
told him of the sed nching He 
joined Sturgeon an Beaume and they 
were quickly driven to the. Court- house, 
where Judge Colt made the order for the re- 
moval of the Montesques from the jailtoa 
place of safety. hile Judge Holt was pre-

coming on by this time and the party ro- 
turned with dlanched cheeks and said the 
jailer informed him it would de madness to 
attempt to remove them—that they would be 
torn to pieces and those attempting it would 
lose their lives in all probability. pon the 
receipt of this message, Judge Colt stopped 
writing the orderand jumped up from his 
chair, saying was useless to g0 
further. Mr. Sturgeon begged him t 

complete the order, which’ he did. 
Bheriff La *Beaume went in person 
to the jail and returned, saying there was 
an alley in the rear and that he had 1 2 
with the then Episcopal Bishop, the Rt. 
Bishop Hawes, to take the prisoners into the 
alley and into the Bishop’s back yard and 
then they would go up into the Bishop's 
house, from which they could make their 
escape by the front way, 

Mr. Sturgeon was detailed to have two 
cabs in waiting for the prisoners and Sheriff’s 
party at the corner of Fourth and Walnut 
streets and he had them in readiness on the 
arrival of the party and all entered them and 
drove quickly to the United States Arsenal. 

The commander here informed them that 
ne had no guard to protect them from a mob, 
so Mr. Sturgeon went back to the city, got 
two heavier vehi¢jes and about 2 o’clock in 
the morning the party landed safely at Jel- 
ferson Barracks, ere Col. Lovell, then in 
command, assu them they were éale. 

The mob would * believe they bad been 
removed from the U and a committee in- 
sisted on examining the jail cells. They 
did not find them, the Jaller telling them 
that Sturgeon had gone with them under an 
order of Judge Colt, and he did not know 
where he had taken them.

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| SPEEDY DY OYOLISTS. 


— Who Wil Rac Race at the Inter 
national Meeting. 


ENGLAND, CANADA, FRANCE, GERMANY 
AND AUSTRALIA REPRESENTED. 


The Men Who Will Uphold America’s 
Honor—The English Champion Is Here, 
but the American Is in England—Pro- 
fessionajs in Burope—Oyoling in Far- 
Off Australia. 


Frederick J. Osmond, the celebrated En- 
glish cyclist, is not likely to be a competitor 
in the international championship races 
which will oceur in Chicago. during the ap- 
proaching annual meet of the League of 
American Wheelmen, Aug. 5 to 12. | 

This announcement will be received with 
a feeling of surprise, not only by the general 
public, but by many wheelmen who have 
not investigated the matter. Osmond will 
have charge of a bicycle exhibit at the 
World’s Fair. This engagement will, of 
course, prevent him from competing in this 
season’s championships of the National 
Oyclists’ Union of England. which will not 
occur until very shortly before the opening 
of the international meet in Chicago, and it 
will consequentiy be impossible for him to 
qualify as a representative of his country in 
the international championship races. This 
is a matter for sincere regret among En- 
glishmen, as. it will be forthe admirers of 
Arthur A. Zimmerman, the present American 
champion and the most popular racing man 
in the world. 

A combination of untoward circumstances 
prevented a meeting between Zimmerman 
and Osmond last year, when the former 
Visited England for the expréss purpose of 
doing battle with the formidable and hither- 
to invincible British rider. After closing the 
season of 1891 with a series of easy victories, 
Osmond had gaineda reputation for speed 
and generalship upon the path which affected 
even the most implicit believers in Zimmer- 
man’s ability. 

There was universal disappointment be- 
cause the two did not come together. But 
now the fear of/Osmond’s prowess has worn 
away and as Zimmerman promptly an- 
nounced that he would again visit England 
this year, it has been confidently expected 
that he would meet and defeat the man 
whose winning powers English cycledom be- 
lieved infallible. Zimmerman sailed last 
week, and Osmond is now in Chicago. 

SCHOFIELD Ax D HARRIS. 

But there are two other shining lights over 
there. A number of race meets were held in 
the mother country on Easter. Schofield, 
who rode promisingly ali last season, and A. 
W. Harris, a young rider of marvelous 
powers, distinguished themselves. It seems 
probable that these two will rank head and 
shoulders above the others who will qualify 
and be sent over here forthe international 
events by the N. ©. U. Zimmerman raced a 
short time ago upon the new track at Sa- 
vannah, Ga., where he has been training for 
a couple of months to wear off that siuggish- 
ness which has always characterized his 
early-season riding, and proved that he was 
in remarkably fine fettle. On the other 
hand, Harris’ frst quarter-mile in England 
on Easterday, wasridden with greater speed 
than the American has so far exhibited. 
Harris is quite a young man and is known 
for his quiet determination, white Schofield 
is an OVer-sanguine chap who has never been 
cured of the habit or yawing dangerou 
across the track and looking backward wh 
laughing tantalizingly at those whom 
beats across the tape. 

WINDLE, SANGER AND JOHNSON. 

It is by no means certain that Zimmerman 
will succeed in carrying all before him dur- 
ing his present visit to England, or that he 
will remain champion after he returns to 
America to qualify for the international 
races. Since his powers have been fully de- 
veloped no rider in this country has been 
able to remain anywhere near him atthe 
finish. Windle, whose temperament peculi- 
arly fits him for record- breaking, was by no 
means able to cope with the long-legged 
Jersey Skeeter’’ last year, but American 
cycle racing is a history of surprises. It is 
notatall improbable that, among the finely 
built young men who were comparatively 
unknown on the path last season, 
one will spring into sudden fame 
during the contests which will begin at an 
early day, and prove himself invincible. 
Walter ©, Sanger, the young Milwaukee 
giant, has for sometime been in systematic 
training. He will also go to England and 
may return a victor and thereafter mow 
down all competitors. Johnson, who has 
Deen resting at Hot Springs after ‘his winter 
season of skating, may be the winning man.

Fast St. Louis may have this year another 
Suck a flood as that of 1892, though at present 
this is not more than a possibility. Just at 
‘Present it appears that the water may reach 
pretty nearly the height it did last May, but 
‘@nother rise of five or six feet will be re- 
quirea to bring about such a result. At pres- 

bet the water in Cahokia creek, which 
last year was the most threatening 
tothe city, is still six feet below the mark of 
1682. However, it is steadily rising and the 
prospects of another flood depend upon how 
long the upward flow may continue. As pre- 
viously stated, the low territory south of the 
city is being flooded. The water is slowly 
eneroaguing upon the farming country trom 
East St; Louis south to Cahokia and between 
the river and the bluffs five miles to 
the east. Last year this section was flooded 
to the depth of from a few inches to six 
feet, according to the lay of the land. There 
are upwards of 100 farmers living in this 
section. Last year all of them were tempo- 


‘Yarily driven from their homes, and it the 


water continues to rise next month they may 
see & repetition of the scenes of last May. Even 
now some ofthe farmers are moving out of 
their houses, though the flood that threatens 
them is at present very shallow. They will 
profit by their experience of last year and 
gettheir household goods and stock to a 
place of safety before they are hindered by 
the high water. 
RACE TRACK IN DANGER. 

The race track, which is south of the Calfro 
Short Line and just within the bounds of 
the territory that was flooded last year, is 
again threatened. The water has backed up 
into the slough between the track and the 
railway embankment, cut off the roadway, 
and flooded numerous stalls. On the eastern 
end of the track the stables are quite 
low, and the rising water caused the 
removal of néarly 100 horses ore 
in the stables on that part of the track 
terday. dy ve is no immediate danger o the 
track being flooded,and it is probable that the 
water will not reach a height to prevent 
races this week. Between East St. Louis and 
Brooklyn . is a tract of low 
land th also inundated.

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A WEW DRINK EVERY DAY. 


That Is What One Bartender in the City 
Makes a Epecialty Of. 
Written for the BUNDAY POsT-DIsPaTcu. 

There is a drink educator inthis city, and 
he fulfills a mission quite as valuable as 
many educators in different branches. He 18 
‘*‘William,’’ and had he not taken to bar- 
tending as a trade he would have, beyond 
doubt, become a philosopheror a poet. He 
looks upon his trade as an art, much in the 


way an artist does on his profession, and his 


philosophic turn of mind has prompted him 
to adopt this system of offering his patrons a 
different drink every day inthe year. The 
sign over William’s bar reads as follows: 

‘*Oritics, experts, Judges and connoiseurs. 

„Watch this sign. Anew drink for every 
day in the year. The drinks will be prepared 
according to the season of the year, and ap- 
propriate to the temperature and atmos- 
pheric pressure.’’ 

Under this sign swingsa smaller one con: 
taining the name of the drink, and its ap- 
plication is at once evident from the name. 

Although modest enough, William deli ghts 
to talk of his art, and his remarks are worthy 
of consideration. 

My experience,’’ said he, bas shown 
me the wisdom of my latest move. There is 
hardly a person who comes in here, not 
knowing exactly what he wants to drink, 
whom Icannot please by a different concoc- 
tion every day. No man wants the same 
kind of a drink on a cold and hot day, or a 
foggy and clear day, and I endeavor to give 
my customers something that corresponds 
with their existing state of mind or the con- 
dition of the weather. Then, again, it is 
necessary to please a person’s eye as well as 
his palate. The service must aiso be such as 
to add zesttothe beverage, and I avold in 
every way handling any of the fruit or other 
ingredients that are placed in a mixed 
drink. 

Now, continued William, I will tell 
you how I make some of thed@rinks that are 
changed every day. These are two of my 
latest, intended for after-dinner. The first 
is made in a pony brandy glass and consists 
of one-third parfait amour, one-third bene - 
dictine and one-third green chartreuse. A 
little of the white ofan egg beaten up like 
showis placed over all. Here is another: 
One-quarter parfait amour, one-quarter 
creme de cacao, one-quarter green cham- 
pagne, one-quarter brangy. Burn the brandy 
for a minute and while it is burning squeeze 
a little lemon peelinthe flame. This makes 
avery pretty effect. 

Each of these drinks, says’ the artist, 
**is go made that one. cordial floats on top of 
the other, and 1 assure you it requires as 
much talent to drink them properly as it 
does to make them. When a man comes in 
and tosses one of these drinks off at a gulp I 
I feel that he has not only not enjoyed it as 
it should be enjoyed, but he has insulted 
me. 

Here are some of the driaks that William 
designed for consumption during one of the 
snom blustery days of last month: 

Take, for instance, a cocktail. A dar- 
tender will crdjnarily take a piece of orange 
peel in his flowers, twist itso that the oll 
floats on the drink and then drop the peel in 
the glass. No person of refined taste will 
stand a thing like that. Itis certainly got 
pleasant tohave a person finger anything 
that goes into your drink. Little things like 
this destroy aman’sappetite. Then takea 
drink which should contain 1g Instead of 
shaking the whole mass up ther and 
leaving the fruit in the XX. of the glass, 
compelling the person to use his fingers to 
get at it, I place the fruit ona platter ide 
him and let him eat it comfortably.’ 

Here are some of his drinks: The Tom 
Brennan—aA littte gum, bitters and absinthe, 
two-thirds Irish whisky. Mix well and 
strain. One-third brandy, adash of creme 
de menthe. 

The Electric Shock—A little one-third 
absinthe, one-third creme de menthe, one- 
third vermouth, Gash of brandy. Fill glass 
with ice, freeze to coldest int and strain. 

The Irresistible—Two ashes of orange 
bitters, one dash absinthe, green chartreuse 
and sherry 1 * two-thirds Tom gin. stir 
welland strain. 

The Snow Drop—Place in a mixing glass the

In 
regulating the temperature a good ther- 
mometer is necessary. Cheap thermome- 
ters, unless tested, are seldom accurate 
enough for this purpose, A reliable one can 
be purchased for $1.25. Place 1 bu of seed to 
be treated in a coarse gunny sack, and im- 
merse in the barrel. The water in the 
barrel should about * deg. 
The temperature will | now pidty 
fall and hot water wiil have to be added 10 
keep the water at 133-135 deg. It must not 
fall below 130. While in the water the sack 
must be kept moving. The bath should last 
from 5 to 10 minutes. By using a long 
pow as a lever the labor of lifting and moving 

seed is greatly reduced. After removing 
the seed from the bath, dip In cold water and 
then allow to drain for several hours. The 
seed can now be sown broadcast. Two men 
in one day can treat seed enough for 20 
acres. It the crop from which the 
seed was taken contained more than 
8 per cent of smutted heads the seed should 
be treated by all means. The smut not only 
reduces the yield and injures the feeding 
value, but also contaminates the soll for 
future crops. The season for planting oats 
is growing so late that to make a crop it will 
be necessary to select seed from early matur- 
ing varieties,andthe best, as tested by the 
Illinois Experiment Station. with the yiela 
per acre, are as follows: Pringle’s Progress, 
white, 59 bu; Texas rust proof, black, 52 bu;

INSTANTANEOUS PHOTOGRAPHS. lisle’s spee

The Probable Influence They Will Have lew. 
the fallacie 


on the Art of the Future. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcu. 

In Rome recently instantaneous photo- 
graphs have been taken of horses in motion— 
jamping hurdles and fve-foot gates. The 
photographs were extraordinarily well done 

GQwere taken with an exposureof 1-200 

rt of a second. 

Undoubtedly these photographs will be of 
great interest, not alone to artisans and pho- 
tographers, but also to sportsmen; tothe 
one on account of the magnificent detail, and 
to the other as showing the positions of horse 
and rider in motion. 

Notwithstanding the fact that they show 
the position of horse and rider in the air, it is 
a serious question whether the artist should 
follow these photographs. Most of the pic- 
tures show the figures to be in a strained 
position, rather awkward than graceful, and 
certainly not in accordance with the pictures 
of animals in motion which we are accus- 
tomed to meet in the works of Detaille. 

De la Sizeranon has an excellent article on 
the subject of the relation of photography to 
art in one of the last numbers oi the Revue des 
eau Mondes. According to him the whole 
art of so-called historical landscape paint- 
ing has been relegated to the valley of lost 
lumber. 

In perspective photography has made it 

possible for us to appreciate more accurately 
fhe size of figures in different planes. Pho- 
tography has also simplified to an astontsn- 
ing degree, the productions of panoramas, 
The fact that there are many — to- 
day produced with most "est onishing and 
life-like details is probably owing to the fact 
that the photographs are taken of the scenes 
with the details prearranged. 

After noting the influence of photographs 
of different countries in completely changing 
the productions of so-called fancy tropical 
landscapes and imaginary Eastern scenes, as 
also the revolution it has brought about in 
the art of portr re, M. de la Sizeranon

THE **POST’S’’ REVIEW. 

New Tonk, April 80.—The Post says 
financially: ‘*‘With rather an aspect of dis- 
couragement, prices on the stock market 
sold off to-day from opening to close.

It should be needless 
to say that this reasoning is simply non- 
sense. The company buys to-day the bulk of 
its raw sugar in Cuba, and could in any case 
be affected only to the slightest possible 
degree by the withdrawal of 
the Government’s largesses to 
Louisiana planters, The monopoly has many 
serious dangers to face in the near future, 
dut this is not one of them. Outside of the 
industrial stocks, Reading led in the weak- 
ness. Philadeiphia, after its single ddy of 
jubilation, appeared this morning with an 
outburst of objectiOnsto the new reorgan- 
ization plan. ost ofthe criticisms, such as 
the cry of the Philadelphia papers, that the 
Morgan Welsh project is unfairand ruinous, 
are foolishin the extreme. Holders of the 
general fours will probably approve it, be- 
cause they are peculiarly favored by its pro- 
visions.

They have no sees or 
dioceses, but each year they parcel out 
themselves the conferences which 
they will visitand over which they will pre- 
side. They will meet in Kansas City next 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, partly 
to make this division of labors and partly to 
transact other business which is reserved for 
the consideration of the college, in banc, as 
said of the Supreme Court. Bishop 
J. ©. Granpberry of Ashland, Va., will 
not be with his brethren, because he 
is Getained at home.

The bishops have been in conference with 
the Board of Church Extension at Louisville, 
Ky., for the t few days.

CONDITIONS DIFFERENT. 


A Number of Street Improvement Peti- 
tions Annu ld by the Stone Bill. 


Property owners on certain streets which 
have not yet been reconstructed or improved, 
and who have signed petitions for the same, 
which have been filed with the Street Com- 
missioner, are probably not aware that the 
Board of PublicImprovements can take no 
action on these petitions, owing to the pas- 
Sage of the Stone bini“ by the Legislature 


at its last session. 

The law whicht probibfted property owners 
from being assessed more than per cent of 
the assessed valuation of their property for 
— one was repealed by the ‘‘stone 
Dil,“ and now they are liabie for the full 
amount of the improvements. 

This new law goes intoeffect on June 2 
next, and in consequence all petitions for 
improvements which have been filed and 
which have not been acted on become abso- 
lutely null and void. in order to obtain 
these improvements it now becomes nec- 
essary forthe property-owners to file new 
petitions, and subject themseives thereby to 
the provisions of the new law. Unless this 
is done no full or partial improvement or re- 
construction of streets or alleys will be made 
as desired. 

Street Commissioner Murphy has prepared 
a listof all the streets and alleys which cov- 
ers petitions for full and partial improve- 
ments, alley improvements, street recon- 
struction and grading of both streets and al- 
leys. Tere are some 600 in all, that can be 
seen on application at the Street Commis- 
sioner’s office. 


Plans for Bollers Asked. 

Since the failure of Water Commissioner 
Holman to receive a single bid on his new- 
fangied boilers for the Water-works, which 
was an estimated $30,000 job, he has felt a 


trifle sore and the cause given for the fallure 
was that the boller factories were all too 


busy. 

It was stated by the local boiler-makers 
that the plans and specifications proposed by 
the Commissioner called for an intricate and 
expensive boller which could not be con- 
structed within the time specified and that 
the boiler possessed no merit over and above 
a number of other ‘‘down draft’’ bollers 
adapted for smoke consuming purposes.

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FIGHTING INDIANS. 
Colorado Reserves Sent to Put Down the 
Navajos. 


THEY ARE SAID TO HAVE RETURNED TO 
THEIR RESERVATION. 


Tittle Prospect of a General Outbreak of 
This Usually Peaceful Tribe—Oow- 
boye/May Have Been the Aggressors— 
Agent Piummer’s Appeal to Washing- 
ton Navajo History. 


DENVER, Uolo., April . —Altnou gh troops 
dave been called for by the settlers in the 
San Luis Valley for protection against the 
raids of the Navajos, the indications at the 
Governor’s.office this morning are that but 
few, if any, of them will be needed. The In- 
dians have returned to the reservation. Re- 
serves have gone forward trom Durango and 
other points in Southwestern Colordo in suf- 
fcient numbers to protect the people, and 
troops are in readiness to move if necessary. 
Arms, ammunitions and other equipments 
were sentout from this city and Durango 
late last night for use if necessary. 

IAjeut. Plummer. the Indian agent who re- 
ported the Navajo outbreak yesterday, says 
the trouble has been caused by about 280 
young bucks, who are well mounted and 
armed with the best repeating rifies. ‘The 
party has for some time been making cattle 
raids. The settlers a few days ago raised a 
party and followed the Indians to recover 
some cattie which the band had stolen. The 
Indians left the stock and took to the Bills. 
The cowboys started to drive the herd home, 
and as they were coming through a narrow 
canyon were aiabushed by the Indians. Five 
cowboys were killed and, it is supposed, a 
number of Indians. 

The probability is that when the trouble ts 
investigated it will be found that the whites 
have been at fault. Some of these Indians 
are thieving, but the tribe asa whole are 
unlike the tribes with whom the Government 
has had so much trouble in past years; in all 
respects they differ greatly from the ‘*blan- 
ket Indians. Whenever they have been en- 
gaged in war with the whites the cause can 
be traced directly to intrusions on their ter- 
ritory,and as a rule they have contented 
themselves with expelling the trespassers. 
With the exception of a short war in 
1872, they have as a tribe not been 
hostile to the Americans. Their 
wealth is regarded asa surety for their 
good behavior. With such great flocks of 
goats and sheep as they possess, not to speak 
of the 40,000 horses owned by them, they 
would have too much at staketo inaugurate 
a conflict, which woulc bring upon them the 
troops of the Federal Government. Their 
reservation lies in Arizonaand New Mexico 
and has Utah and lorado on the north. 
They have always hada settied habitation 
and, unlike o r North American tribes, 


have increased in numbers,and many of 
them have amassed considerable wealth.

The only trouble between ths whites and 
Navajos of late years occurred in June, 1891. 
Their chief grievance then was the advent 
ofminerson their reservation, who, they 
liege, entered the Carizzo Mountains, where 

dulous of gold are sup to 
located. The Navajos had sworn to kill any 
white man caught mining in this region, an‘ 
the trespass of the prospecting party stirred 
them to frenzy. They threatenedto attack 
the whites of the neighboring towns and en- 
gaged in their weird dances, dressed in their 
snake costumes. 

In one thingthis tribe is peculiar. While 
mingling freely with the whites and trading 
with them constantly, they never allow them 
to penetrate their territory. Much of the 
reservation is fine grazing land, there are ex- 
cellent crops raised by the system of irriga- 
tion practiced by the Indians and fully two- 
thirds of the country is mountainous. It is 
these mountains that have caused nearly all 
the trouble Detween the Navajosand the 
Americans. Every New Mexican is familiar 
with the tales of fabulous richness in the 
portion of the Sierra Madres lying within the 
limits of the Navajo reservation. Ace- 
cording to the current 
forty years ago a 
discovered placers where gold 
be gathered literally by the peck. While at 
work they were surprised by the Indians, and 
all but one slain. The wounded survivor 
made his way to the settlements, told his 
story and gave directions for finding the 
mines. Since then numerous attempts have 
been made to discover them, but no thorough 
exploration has deen possible, as the Indians 
have jealousy guarded their mountains, 
have turned back ali who attempted to pene- 
trate them and have attacked and xilled 
many who persisted inthesearch. Whether 
these placers exist or not is a question. Uer- 
tainly the Indians are in possession of very 
considerable amounts of gold and guard 
their mountain domain with great strict- 
ness. 

They more closely resemble the Pueblos 
than they do the plains and mountains In 
dians, but by reason of their high spirit, 
energy and military virtues have a distinct 
Superiority over their industrious and 
peaceable, but spiritiess and timid neigh- 
bors.. With the Utesand Apachesthe Nava- 
jos have never had any but hostile rela- 
tions, and have shown great energy and 
— in kop the raids of these 
nomadic tribes which, before their power 
was broken, were in the habit of descending 
upon the wealthy and civilized Navajos for 
purposes of depredation. With the Mogquis 
and Zunis they have constantly been at war, 
nearly always as aggressors. The contrast 
between the intelligent and energetic Navajo 
and the ignorant and superstitious Mogui is 
marked, and the Mogul hates the Navajo al- 
most as much as the latter despises him. 
There are many towns in the Navajo country 
which are generally modeled after those of 
the Pueblos, although of late years the ex- 
ample ofthe Americans has been frequently 
followed 


PLUMMER’S TELEGRAMS. 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—The Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs to-day received the follow- 
ing telegram from Lieut. Plummer, agent of 
the Navajos: 


Gisregarding all rights of white set- 
tiers; they have been permitted todo this so long 
with only weak threats from the agent, never car“ 
ried out, that they have grown to believe that noth- 
ing will or can be done to them. 

A telegram from Agent Bartholomew at the 
Ute Agency says: 

The Navajos are about to break out and we have 
sent word to the Governors of New Mexico and 
Colorado for aid, but we must have help betore their 
aid arrives; must have aid in a hurry, 

These telegrams were forwarded to the 
Secretary of War.

REJECTED BALLOTS. 


The Coming Contests Will Show the 
Workring of the Australian System. 

The opening of the Dallot-boxeé in the 
Pohiman-Staed contest for the office of 
City Auditor and President of the Board ot 
Assessors will permit of an interesting com- 
parison to be made between the November 
and spring elections on several important 
points. Perhaps the most notable of these 
will be the number of rejected ballots cast at 
each election. It is wellknown that a large 
number of ballots were rejected at the elec- 
tions last fall, because parties in scratching 
their tickets failed to conform to the 
visions of the law.

jected. 

There are those, however, who conten 
no less than 4,000 ballots were 

both g¢lections, and an. official 
will show this to be the case. 

As there is no law requiring the judg es and 
clerks ofelectionsto makea return of the 
number of ballots rejected by them, on the 
poll books, there is no means of ascertaining 
how many cot these were lost except by 
opening the ballot boxes. 

The rejected ballots must, of course, be 
placed in the boxes together with those that 
have ‘been counted—but no access 
can be had to them when 
once they are sealed up except through an 
order of court in a contested election case. 

The law requires that all candidates voted 
forat an election must be grouped under 
one head. It a voter wishes to sudstitute 
a candidate on onother ticket he is voting, he 
must scratch the name on the ticket he votes 
and insert the other name in writing. 

In the Joy-O' Nell eontest the contestants 
agreed to count the votes cast for each, 
where it was manifest fromthe face of the 
titket that the voter’s intention was t ovote 
for one or the other. 

This was done in pursuance to an amend- 
ment proposed tothe Australian ballot sys- 
tem by a bill introduced at the last session of 
the legislature. 

It had no effect, however, onthe judges in 
making their returns at the last spring elec- 
tion, and hence a fair comparisoncan be 
madeasto the advancement of the system 
from a standpoint of rejected ball between 
the falland spring elections, when both sets 
of — are opened and an official count 
made.

AUTHOR OF THE MOST POPULAR SONGS 
OF THE DAY. 


Lorpor, April 19.—Paolo Tosti writes the 
most beautiful ballads and songs of any liv- 
ing composer. 

Tosti’s songs are known to all English- 
speaking people, who have the least appre- 
ciation of music. The flery, untamed maiden 
of the me Slope, the domesticated dam- 
sel of a Mississippi Valley. and 
the high-bred young person of Mayfair, 
all warble them. And a very good 
thing it is that they should have such a high- 
minded, vigorous and intellectual composer 
to Write beautiful songs for them. M. Tosti 
is honored as much in Italy, his own country, 
as he is in America and England. 

M. Tosti now lives in London. It is nearly 
twelve years since he first came there from 
Italy. Before that he had been in the habit 
of going to London for the season and return- 
ing to his home in Rome for the winter. This 
was before he came to know the late Duchess 
of Cambridge, mother of the preSent 
Duke, who commands the British army. No 
royal personage ever appreciated an artist 
more thoroughly than she did Tosti. From 
the evening they frst metuntila few days 
befare her death he sang to her almost every 
evening. This lasted for seven years. she 
was Very old and bedridden and this was her 
chief amusement in te. Through the 
Duchess’ influence he was appointed 
teacher of singing to the royal family. 

M. Tosti occupies a comfortable little house 
in the Finchley road, a long suburban street 
running between Hampstead and St. John’s 
Wood. He is about 45 years old, his blonde 
hair streaked with grey and the full beard is 
also whitening. He has a very agreeable 
smile which lights up his 
tion. His mannersare very kindly and gen- 
tle. In dress he is scrupulous and wears 
clothes of unexceptionable cut. His wife is 
a very beautiful womanand a musician her- 
self. have no children; but a dog of 
whom are very fond is an important 
member of their household. 

M. Tost) gave some detalls of his interest- 
ing career. He says that his song, For 
Ever and Ever“ and the waltz song Bid Me 
Good-Bye“ have been more largely sung than 
any of his songs. In America perhaps ‘‘The 
Venetian Song“ is the most popular. 
After those mentioned, ‘‘My Memories 
and ‘‘Beauty’s Byes’’ are the favorites in 
England. In Italy the sales are largest of 
Non M’Ama Fu, Peaso, ‘*Vorrel 
Moirre,’’ Mala!“ and ideale. Over 
a quarter of a million copies of some 
of these songs. have. been sold. His 
own favorites are ‘‘Plenilunio,’’ 6004 
Bye“ and ‘‘Beauty’s Eyes,’’ which shows 
that there is a considerable difference de- 
tween M. Tosti’s taste and that of the three 
1 which admire him.

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GREAT COMPOSERS. 


Some of the Characteristics of the Men 
Who Have Written Music. 


Written for the SUNDAY Poat-Dispatcn. 
Beethoven was never known to be without 
note paper and pencil, and whenever an idea 
struck him he put it at once on paper, being 
by no means choice about the locality, in 
which he was overcome by his genius. One 
day he was found sitting in the middle of the 
road to Grinzing. Two farmers came driving 
down tue road, and one of them was about 
to shout tothe composer to vacate his singu- 
lar position, when his companion interfered: 
Dont disturb him, said he, it is the mu- 
sician from Vienna, and he is writing some- 
thing new. They waited until Beethoven 
had arisen erethey proceeded on their way. 
When Gluck composed his immortal works, 
a bottle of champague was always placed on 
either side of the piano, and its effervescence 
belped to inspire the great arias of ‘‘Iphi- 
genia,’’ ‘‘Armida’’ and ‘‘Alceste.’’ When 
the final rehearsals were held of the ‘‘Iphi- 
genia,’’ Gluck had not yet written the mel- 
ody to the Dance of the Scythians.’, 
Naverre, the dallet-master, becoming 
unsasy over the delay, went to him one 
morning to urge him to hurry it up. As he 
entered the composer's ante-room he heard 
unusual and terrific noises emanating from 
Glack’s library. He approached stealthily 
and through a crack in the door saw Gluck in 
shirt sleeves, hig face red as 
fre and distorted A horrible grim- 
aces, singing, sticulating and jumping 
about like a man. Noverre, frightened 
by the extraordinary spectacle, pushed the 
—. open. Ah, there you are, ex- 


Gluck, 1 am just finishing your 
dance, and will let you have it right ~ we 4 "a 
It was then that Gluck had composed that 
grand orgie of the savages, which created 
such a profound sensation on the stage. 

Joseph Haydn was an exceedingly indus- 
trious worker, and before going down to 
Dusiness he perfumed and powdered himself 
very carefully, always putting on his best 
clothes. one occasion Frederick the 
Great presented him witha handsome dia - 
mond ring, remarking, that if he 
ever sat down to write music without that 
ring no ideas worth having would come to 
him. Haydn never was thout the royal 
gift. He always used the finest paper and 
wrote his music as carefully and accurately 
as if it had been engraved. 

Halevy was somewhat ofa pedant in writ- 
ing music. He Worked very slowly and de- 
liderately, and made hundreds of changes 
before he was satisfied. When ideas would 
not come at his bidding he employed a very 
Singular means to help his geniusalong. A 
Kettle Oiled with water was put over 
a fire, and the monotonous singing 
of the bolling water acted as a won- 
Gerful stimulant on his imagination. 
While composing his brother, Leon 
Halevy, was always with him, doctoring the 
verses of the tej and adding and scratching 
syllables whe er it was necessary. For 

is reasom was called text surgeon’’ 
among his friends. Leon Halevy was by no 
means a prepossessing man, and the poet 
Heine is responsible for the following descrip- 
tion of him: He looks asif his brother had 
composed him. 

Glacomo Meyerbeer went at everything 
ferociously. The work of composing made 
him restless, excitable and caused him many 
sleepless nights. This condition was always 
worst inthe springof the year. He did his 
best work whenthe wind howled, the rain 
poured down in torrents and humanity gen- 
erally sought refuge indoors. During such 
natural upheavals the great composer Was in 
his element. Deluged with ideas, his fingers 
charmed from the planothe rarest and most 
veandertul melodies. 

Compared to Meyerbeer, Rossini was an 
easy worker, and always ready with his pen. 
Some of his most charming compositions 
originated under the most commonplace cir- 
cumstances. One day while the composer 
was still abed, entertaining a few friends, 
the poet Totala brought him the words to the 
celebrated prayer song in Moses.“ Rossini 
read the text and the poet, fearing some 
sarcastic remarks on the part of the former, 
said: ‘‘It took me an hour to write these 
vorses. 

„an hour to write such verses?’’ cried 
Rossini, **I’ll set them to musicina quarter 
of an hour.’’ 

He asked for n and paper, and in ten 
minutes, while his friend cheffed the author, 
the great maestro wrote that inimitable 
prayer song in his opera, Moses. 

Caspam Spontini regarded himself in the 
light ofa demi-God, and when inspirations 
crowded upon him he donned a wide, tozga- 
like gown of white silk with a border of gold 
and a fez of white silk embroidered in gold, 
from which a heavy tassel hung down. With 
great dignity he sat down before his desk, 
and it a grain of Gust was visible on the pa- 

ron which he penned his music he rang 
he bell impatiently for his servant to remove 
the obstacle. Spontini Owned so many 
meédais and decorations, that they could no 
longer be accommodated on his breast. At a

Early Theatricale in St. Loufs. 


Gen. M. J. Clark of this city has in his pos

Two of the bills date back to the year 1818, 
when Mr. and Mrs. Sol Smith ran a famous 
com y in what was afterwards. 

They evidently 
had a monopoly in the show business in this 
locality, as they called their thespian temple 
nothing but the theater, and 830 it 
on the ancient dodger. One thing 
remarkable is the length of the program me. 
When the people in those days paid $1 fora 
show they wanted a whole night of it.

In the first halt of the eighteenth century 
the Guinea trade for negroes was, saysa 
writer in Blackwood, in full swing.

Marazine Writers Denounces Crinoline 
end Starched Skirts. . 


The question of woman’s dress, and espe- 
cially of her crinoline-lined skirts, has be- 
come of such moment that two grave month 
lies have not considered it beneath their dig - 
nity to devote a good deal of space to it. 
Scribner goes over the entire field of feminine 
attireand shows with pen and pencil the 
progress of styles from the sixteenth century 
down. And the Cosmopolitan points out to 
the women who are adopting the insidious 
hair-cloth lining for their dresses that hoops 
and national evils Have always been com- 
panions. 

In The Arts Relating to Women, in Scrib- 
ner’s, Octave Uzanne chronicles the approach 
of the crinoline in former times in words that 
aptiy describe the situation to-day.

The investigation of prison affairs and dis- 
ordersin Massachusetts has developed the 
complaint thatthe presence ofa woman on 
the Prison Commission is responsible for 
much of the trouble. Itis contended that 
women are far too sentimental, too tender- 
hearted and too forgiving to be Invested witn 
the powers regulating the govern - 
ment of convicts. It might be 
argued that this depends some- 
what on the particular woman or 
women selected, just as it has been 
shown that the selection of an easy- going 
and unimpressive warden was a great mis- 
take. As a general proposition, however, it 
may be asserted that the — powers of 
women do not lie in the direction of prison 
management; that they are, in fact, too 
easily moved by womanly sympathy, and are 
imposed upon by stories that may be manu 
factured by clever convicts. At the same 
time, itisa little too early to declare that 
the system is a failure, for prison 
outbreaks are not uncommon where 
women have no voice in the management. 
Gov. Russell does not lay the blame on the
